'‘was a believer in cheap prices and only op- 
posed them when the cheapening of the 
price is at the expense of the men who do 
the work. 

Millions Out of Work. 

Mr. Harvey said that his opponent afgued 
that the dear dollar is of more benefit to 
than a cheaper dollar. He did 
not intend to let Mr. Horr cloak himself 
behind the laboring man. “You have cut 
in two the number of days that it is possi- 
ble to find labor,” he said. “You have put 
anywhere from 2,000,000 to 4,000,000 laboring 
men out of employment in this country en- 
tirely and to those laboring men who are 
now descitute and many of whose leaders 
are now lying in jail, you sing the sweet 
songs of the hign purchasing power of the 
guia dollar—when he gets it.” 

Mr. Harvey then delved into the question 
of ratio ana bimetallism and reviewed the 
historical position of silver in uropean 
courmtries. Keturning lo the relation [ree 
coinage bears toward the laboring man, Mr. 
Horr said: 

in 1879, when the question of metallic 
money became prominent in this country, 
we resumed specie payments and the oniy 
redemption was gold. Do 
you tell me that distress Was abroad in 
the land from that on? Any man who says 
that must be ignorant of the history of 
work in the United States, Since this na- 
tion began, the years from 1879 to 1892 found 
our people better employed and at better 
wages than in any oiner same number cf 
years since this government Was ltormed. 
(Applause.) Four millions of men today out 
of employment? Where did you get your 
figures?’ 

Mr. Harvey—I said from two to four mil- 
lions, 

Mr. Horr—There is not any truth in either 
statement. In the years 1889-92 1 was in 
thirty-one states of this union, and during 
that entire time I did not visit a city where 
the people were not well employed ut good 
wages, and I know that any man who says 
that from 1879 to 1892 this country was in 
financial distress and that the laboring men 
were not then well employed is not well 
qualified to talk upon the subject, because 
that is not the fact. 

Turns the Tables on the Repubiftan. 

Mr. Harvey congratulated the people on 
Mr. Horr’s frank admission that overpro- 
duction cuts no figure in this controversy. 

Mr. Horr—I never said that, 

Mr. Harvey—Now, as to the prosperity of 
this country in 1879 and in 1892. You could 
not break down a great nation like this in 
one year. It has taken -a short period to 
bring us to the bitter cup of disappointment 
and distress. I know each four years the 
political parties have charged each other 
with having destroyed the prosperity oi the 
previous four years. (Applause.) 

Mr. Harvey referred to the national elec- 
tions from 1884 to 1892 and said: ‘‘Now, since 
1892, a tlood of calamities has come. len’'t 
you, in this debate, refe® to the prosperity 
of this country from 1873 to 1895; don’t you 
refer to the prosperity that has wuilt up 
millions of trdmps and paupers and men 
that don’t know how they are going to pro- 
vide for their families in the coming year?’ 
(Applause.) 

The time of the remainder of the cebate 
was occupied in answering questions.

gressman “Bland, speaking of the silver

“Your name has frequently been men- 
tioned as a candidate for the presidency, 
has it not?’’ 
“It is all foolishness to talk about can- 
didates.

A G0OD DEFENDER. 


The Syndicate Yacht Again Outsails ‘the 
Swift-Heeled Vigilant. 


SUPERIOR IN ALL BUT ONE POINT 


‘In a Very Light Wind, the Old 


Boat Is the Best. 


ONCE SHE CREPT UP AND GOT AHEAD 


But It Was for Only a Few Minutes and 
Until the Sails Filled, When the 
New Yacbt Ran Away. 


New York, July 22.—If there was any 
Goubt of the Defender’s superiority over the 
Vigilant after Saturday’s race it was dis- 
pelled today. The new aspirant for the 
international championship ran away from 
the old champion on every leg and de- 
feated her handily over the thirty-mile 
course by 9 minutes and 17 sceonds, The 
Official time was: 

The start—Defender, 11:25:30; Vigilant, 
11:26:01. First mark—Defender, 12:57:01; Vig- 
ilant, 12:59:08. Defender’s gain on the first 
leg was 1 minute, 36 seconds; second leg— 
Defender, , 2:00:11; Vigilant, 2:57:50. Defen- 
der’s gain on the second leg was 5 minutes, 
$2 scepnds; finish—Defender, 3:45;. Vigilan., 
3:54:48, Defender’s gain on the last leg was 
2 minutes, 9 seconds. Elapsed time—De- 
fender, 4:19:30; Vigilant, 4:28:47. 

Difference of time in favor of Defender, 
9 minutes, 17 seconds. 

The race was over a triangular course 
with ten miles to a leg. The start and fin- 
ish were at at Scotland lightship, The first 
side of the triangle was a broad reach half 
way, With the wind light from west-south- 
west, and a slight change in the wind made 
arun free with spinnakers the rest of the 
way. The second side of the triangle was 
started as a close reach, but a sudden 
change in the wind made it a beat to wind- 
ward. This change happened to come at a 
time when it gave the Defender the most 
aivantage. The last side of the triangle 
was a reach with wind abeam, Defender 
made gains, and the net result of the race 
was a handsome victory for the new boat. 
Vigilant sailed a beautiful race, but only 
for a few moments did she appear to have 
any kind of a chance with the keel boat, 
It was when the wind, which was light at 
the start, died down to a faint zephyr 
that the center boarder crept up on her 
rival, remained by her side a few minutes, 
and then, inch by inch, moved ahead, 
There were yachtsmen on the club steamer 
who said that the great American insti- 
tution, the center board, was about to be 
vindicated and the hated keel boat put to 
the rear, but the Vigilant did not show 
more /than jhasf her length before her 
rival’s bow. The wind freshened a trifle 
and the peerless néw boat made a wonder- 
ful response. Like a thing of life, she 
glidpd forward, parting the waters @eanly 
and leaving searcely a speck of toam in 
her wake. She walked past the Vi-ilant 
and continued to leave her during the rest 
of the run—the close reach, the beating to 
windward and the reach home. [n ali 
po‘nts of sailing the new boat demonstrated 
her ability to, defeat the Vigilant in the 
light air which prevailed at sandy Hook. 

bad Weather Was Threatened. 

In the morning, .a 
hours before the race, the sky 
was overcast on every hand and 
most of those who went down the bay on 
the club boat and excursion steamers pro- 
vided themselves with umbrellas. In spite 
of the .cloudiness, however, it was clearer 
on the surface of the water than it had 
been on Saturday. There was no haze to 
restrict the spectators’ horizon. In the 
upper bay there was hardly a breath of 
wind and there were many who predicted 
that the race would be a drifting match, 
As the steamers and yachts began to 
gather about the Scotland lightship from 
Which the start was to be made there was 
still little prospect of a breeze. The 
CloudS were almost continuous overhead, 
but there was a faint giint on the 
Water that gave promise of sunshine to 
come. 

The two ‘contestants were off Sandy 
Hook s00n after 10 o’clock with sails hoist- 
ed, waiting for signals from the judges’ 
boat, Sylvia, to show how the course would 
lie. The Sylvia had come to anchor near 
the Scotland lightship and that indicated 
that the start would be made from there 
and not from the Sandy Hook lightship. 

A little later she ran up three flags, sig- 
naling that the first leg of the triangular 
course would be southeast one-half east, 
the second would be southwest and the 
third north one-half east. 
The wind, which was still very light, 
was blowing from west-southwest. The 
yachts were going through their paces near 
the lightship, affording the spectators an 
excellent chance to compare them. The 
change in the Defender’s topsail, which 
was shortened about two feet on Saturday, 
made her resemblance to the Vigilant more 
Striking than ever. The Vigilant was car- 
rying all plain sail with her balloon jib 
topsail in stops. The Defender had out the 
Same canvas, except that her jib was 
also in stops. At 11:15 the preparatory 
gun was fired from the Sylvia and the two 
racers tacked about and maneuvered for 
position for the next ten minutes. At 11:25 
the second gun was sounded, notifying the 
yachts that they had two minutes {m 
which to cross the line. The Defender, as 
on Saturday, was the first over the line, 
and was soon followed by the Vigilant, 
thirty-one seconds later. The start nearly 
resulted in a disaster. The Vigilant was 
Standing for the line few seconds before 
the starting gun was boomed. She broke 
out her balloon jib topsail and was racing 
for the line at a rate which would have

The Vigilant Creeps Up. 

The wind was west northwest and it was 
a broad reach with booms to port at first. 
There was barely enough wind to fill the 
sails. The saiis of the Vigilant seemed to 
set better than those of the Defender. The 
latter held her lead of apout three ¢able 


. lengths until the wind d‘ted down to almost 


nothing, when the Vigilant slowly but sure- 
ly began to creep up en her. Then the 
wind canted a trifle, and at 11:40 the Vigt- 
lant breke out her big spinnaker. The De- 
fender followed suit one minute later. Both 
retained balloon jib topsails, and the Vigi- 
lant used a larger jib than the Defender. 
@he centerboarder showed the advantage of 


her type by cutting down the lead of the 
Defendeér until at 11:55 both boats were side 
by side. Yachtsmen held their breath while 
the champion of 1893 and the type of 1895 
raced like twin sloops held together by an 
invisible link. 

At 12 o’clock the Vigilant began to creep 
ahead inch by inch until her mast was even 
with the Defender’s jib boom. With center 
board pulled up the Vigilant slipped ahead, 
while the Defender’s keel, reaching down 
nineteen feet, held her back. It was a vic- 
tory for the centerboarder, but it was not 
for long. The wind shifted a trifle, so that 
the spinnakers were a detriment and they 
were taken in. Then the wind freshened a 
trifle, the Defender walked up on the Vigi- 
lant, regained the lead and showed the way 
to the first turn. 

At 12:50, just as she was approaching the 
first turn, the Defender broke out her jib 
and took in her balloon jib topsail. 

jJiounding the First Buoy. 

A few minutes later the Vigilant made the 
same change. At 12:57:01, the Defender 
swept around the flag, breaking out her No. 
3 jib topsail as she did so. Two minutes and 
seven seconds later the Vigilant made the 
turn. She also broke out her No. 3 jib top- 
sail, and the two yachts started on a close 
reach with pooms to port. The scene aboard 
both yachts was one of great activity. One 
minute the crews were seen stretched out on 
deck at full length, the next they were scur- 
rying hither andt hither, pulling at one 
line and tightening another. They seem- 
ed to work quickly and with great precis- 
ion, Sails were taken in with marvelous 
rapidity on both racers. Captains Haff and 

Jarr certainly had their men well in hand 
and ‘the excellent discipline of the crews 
was plainly evident. The breeze had fresh- 
ened and both boats heeled over somewhat. 
The Defender pointed higher than the Vigi- 
lant and carried her canvas better, This 
breeze soon began to die out again, howev- 
er, and hauled around more to the west. 
The Defender had been gaining slowly and 
was far enough ahead to benefit at times 
by changing winds that died out before they 
reached the Vigilant. Several times wh*nh 
the Defender’s sails were all drawings, the 
Vigilant’s head sails showed a tendency to 
flutter. The uncertain wind continued to 
grow lighter. Under these circumstances 


the Defender made her best gains of thee 


race. She had luck, but it was evident that 
she was the petter as well. At 1:55 the Vigi- 
lant changed to the port tack. This was due 
to a new change in the wind, which was 
seemed to gain every minute, At 2:19 the 
Defender again made a snort tack to port. 
The Vigilant kept on her coyrse, and at the 
end of three minutes, the Defender went 
back to the starboard tack. She had open- 
ed up a lead of a mile by this time. Twen- 
ty minuté«s later she tacked for the second 
buoy, Which was just off Long Branch, 
pretty well in shore. Captain Haff had fis- 
ured very nicely, and the turn was made 
by the closest kind of a shave at 2:50.11. A 
few seconds before the Defender ~ounded 
the buoy, the Vigilant went about and stood 
away for the mark. She made it at 2:57:50, 
more than 7 minutes behind. 
The Defender an Easy Winner. 

The breeze had began to freshen again, 
and the two yachts, with the wind abeam 
and boom to starboard, squared away for 
the reach home. They were both heeled 
well over and racing through the water. 
The Defender had opened up a terrible gap 
by this time, and the Vigilant Was plainly 
out of {t. She hung on gamely, though, 
but ia ime ten-mile run, she lost two min- 
utes and*nine seconds more. The Detender 
simply outran her. The flotilla of steam 
yachts and tugs was put to its best to catch 
the Defender before she got home. At the 
end a good sailing breeze developed. The 
Defender crossed the iine at 3:45, winning 
the $200 cup, and the steam whistles screech- 
ec joyfully. The Vigilant was far astern, 
and the Defender has proved herseif ihe 
better boat on all points of sailing, «xcept 
in the faintest sort of breeze. When the 
Vigilant crossed at 3:54:48, there were nore 
cheers and whistles for the champion of 
1893. 

The Defender sailed proudly up the bay 
escorted by a score of steam vacnts and 
excursion boats. At the Narrows rhe took 
a line from her tug and was towed to City 
island. 

The Vigilant sailed up thfough the main 
ehip channel inside the horseshoe at Sandy 
Hook, where she remained for the night. 

After the Vigilant came to an anchorage 
inside the horseshoe, Mr. E. A. wvillard 
was interviewed by a reporter. He said in 
answer to a question as to what he thought 
of the Defender: 

“She is a great boat. 
she is a wonder.”’ 

‘What is the protest that you made just 
after the start?’ 

“It would not be courteous to the regat- 
ta committee to make public the protest 
before they receive it. I will say this, how- 
ever; all rules of yachting were Violated.” 

“Was the race today a fair test of the 
two boats?’ 

“Well, I think the Defender got consid- 
erable advantage in the shift of the wind 
on the second leg. It helped her materially. 
The Vigilant was also very much interfered 
with by the steamers and other craft. I had 
no idea what hindrance this interference 
was before, as I never sailed on the second 
boat before. Several of the steamers gave 
us their wash, and the Alicia was on our 
weather quarter for a long time.” 

Merely Preliminary Races, 

The races today and Saturday were pre- 
liminary races only,- and while the De- 
render has displayed her worthiness to meet 
Lord Dunraven's Valkyrie III, it will not be 
until the trial traces are: sailed, about the 
middle of August, that the cup defender 
is officially named. Under the con:-litions 
of the added gift of the America’s cup, the 
trial races must be held open to competi- 
tion by any American-built yacht of the 
requisite dimensions. Three races will be 
sailed on alternate days over practically the 
courses of today’s and Saturday’s races. 

In all probability the trial races will be 
in the week beginning August lith. Mean- 
while the Defender and Vigilant will meet 
in races off Newport for the Goelet cup, 
and at Glen Cove and elsewhere. Every op- 
portunity will be taken advantage of to 
stretch sails and tune up the Defender. The 
Vigilant will also tune up for the trial 
reces, and, as she has only been beaten 
by the Defender in light winds, there may 
be some lively races in stronger winds end 
with a better showing for the Gould boat. 

Speculation as to the ability of the De- 
fender to save the cup from going will 
make the interest keen in her performances. 
Patriotic Amer'cans who have been some- 
what anxious since the prowess of the Val- 
kyrie Ill was cabled over from England 
are now much relieved. They agree 
that the Defender’s superiority over the 
Vigilant proves her to be more than an 
equal to the Valkyrie, which is but a lit- 
tle better than the Britannia, a boat defeat- 
ed by the Vigilant whenever she encount- 
ered her in open water and any kind of a 
wind.

HOLDS UP MILLIONS 


Comptroller Bowler, of the Treasury, Has 
the Sugar Planters Cornered. 


THEY ARE WORRIED ABOUT BOUNTY 


It Is in the Treasury, but the Door 
Is Locked. 


BOWLER HOLDS FAST 10 THE KEY 


He Says That He Is Afraid Unda the Su- 
preme Court Ruling To Divide 
the Money Our. 


Washington, July 22.—Representative 
Adolph Meyer, of Louisiana, called upon 
Comptroller Bowler at the treasury de- 
partment this afternoon and had a long 
conference with him regarding the pro- 
posed hearing upon the constitutionality 
of the law directing the paymept of certain 
bounties to sugar producers, which ths 
comptroller has fixed for August 7th. Mr. 
Meyer stated that the sugar producers of 
Louisiana, in whose behalf he had made 
the trip to Washington, were satisfied with 
the date that the comptroller had fixed 
for the hearing, and would be there at 
that time with counsel to present their 
views. Mr. Meyer stated to a reporter 
that his visit had no other significance; 
that the sugar planters knew that Mr. 
Bowler had $5,208000 of their money held 
up in the department and they wanted to 
know what their chances for getting it 
were. He had promised to tell them on 
the 7th proximo or thereabouts and with 
what they would have to be content with. 

In the course of their conversation, the 
attitude of the comptroller toward the 
question was discussed in all of its effects 
and the reasons for the course pursued by 
that official. It is understood that Mr. 
Bowler holds that it is his duty, in view 
of the-decision of the court of appeals of 
the District of Columbia, in the case of 
Miles et al. versus the secretary 
treasury and the commissioner of internal 
revenue, to be satisfied of the constitu- 
tionality of the act appropriating the 
$5,200,000 to pay sugar bounty claims be- 
fore afproving the warrants that have 
been drawn in favor of the various claim- 
ants. The case was a suit to compel the 
officials named to have the plaintiff's prod- 
uct tested for the payment of bounty, and 
the court of appeals, affirming the judg- 
ment of the supreme eourt of the district, 
refused a writ of mandamus, holding that 
the law providing for the payment of the 
bounty was unconstitutional. Mr. Bowler 
admits that the decision of the court does 
not affect the act making the appropria- 


tion under the decision, but with that de. 


cision staring him in the face, feels that 
he is justified in being assured that the 
latter act is well founded. Especially is 
he justified in his opinion, because the 
plaintiffs in the mandamus proceedings 
rested their case with the judgment of the 
court of ‘appeals, and did not take it to the 
supreme court, as they might have done 
had they cared to press the matter to the 
ultimate determination. The comptroller, 
it is further understood, does not assert 
that his present position is based on any 
specific provision of law regulating the 
discharge of the duties of his office, but 
that ordinary prudence demanded that 
when the first claim under the act reached 
him for his decision, he should call the at- 
tention of those interested to the facts in 
the case and hear what they had to say 
why the warrant should be issued. 

It is claimed on behalf of the comptroller 
that he has decided nothing at all in the 
premises and that if the attorneys for the 
claimants shall show that he has no juris- 
diction over the determination of the con- 
stitutionality of the act, he _ will not 
undertake to decide anything, but will 
doubtless order the warrants for the pay- 
ment of the claims to Issue,

THE NAVAL RESERVE 


1oTt 
Brunswick Has the Only” Organization 
_» in the State, 


MEMBERS FORMERLY CAVALRYMEN 


They Are the Toastin Brunswick—They 
Geta Trip to Sea in a Warship. 
W ho Compose It. 


Brunswick, Ga., July 22.—(Special.)—In 
Company A, naval reserve artillery, Bruns- 
wick has an organization in Which every 
citizen takes an éspec‘al pride. 
its being the first naval reserye company 
organized in Georgia, and on account of 
the personnel of its officers and members 
it has been accorded a high place in the 
estimation of the people of this city and 
this section. Gradually the fame of it has 
been growing and but few visitors at the 
encampments that have been in progress 
on St. Simon’s for the two weeks past have 
failed to inquire about them, while their 
appearance on the parade ground as special 
guests of the regiments have proven noth- 
ing short of ovations, both from the sol- 
diers and citizens .assembled there. 

The history of the Naval Reserves dates 
back to the summer of 1893, and makes an 
interesting story. At that time Lieuten- 
ant Frank D. Aiken, the present command- 
er, was first lieutenant of the then Bruns- 
wick Light Horse Guards, Troop F, mem- 
bers of the First Regiment Georgia Cal- 
vary, Colonel W. W,. Gordon, of Savannah, 
commanding. While paying his respects to 
Lieutenant Satterlee in his office in Atlanta, 
that gentleman broached the subject of a 
naval militia for Georgia, and requested 
Lieutenant Aiken’s views in regard to his 
company being transferred from the caval- 
ry to the naval militia. Lieutenant Aiken 
replied that he would not desire to mention 
the matter to the company, as he was not 
their commanding officer. Shortly after- 
wards Captain J. S. Thomas, of the herse 
guards, and Lieutenant Aiken discussed the 
mattenand Captain Thomas volunteered his 
permission of Lieutenant Aiken to discuss 
the matter with the company. In tne 
meantime Lieutenant Aiken was placed in 
temporary active command of the Horse 
Guards during Captain Thomas’s absence 
on a furlough. When the matter was 
brought to the company’s attention it met 
with immediate and enthusiastic favor and 
the first steps towards forming the naval 
militia was begun. 

Previous to this Lieutenant Satterlee, the 
father of the organization, was busily 
engaged in framing the bill authorizing the 
militia. It was placed in the hands of 
Representative William Wooten, of the Al- 
bany Guards, who, with the assistance of 
Representative Mershon, of Glynn, and 
Lieutenant Satterlee, engineered it through 
both houses. On December 20, 1893, the bill 
was approved, making naval companies in 
this state a possibility. It is entitled “‘An 
act to provide for the government of a 
state naval militia and for other purposes 
connected therewith.’’ The act provides in 
substance that when in conformity with 
the military code an enrollment of persons 
subject to military duty shall be made 
there shall be separately enrolled and de- 
signated as naval militia in such districts 
as the commander in chief may designate 
all seafaring men of whatever calling or 
occupation. That, in addition to the com- 
panies of the Georgia volunteers which are 
now allowed and may be allowed, the fol- 


lowing companies of naval militia organ- | 


ised by volunteer enlistment shall cons#ti,; 
tute a battalion to be known as the naval 
battalion of Georgia volunteers, towit: 
Three companies of naval reserve artillery 
and one naval reserve torpedo company, 
with such powers as the Georgia volun- 
teers are provided with. The naval bat- 
talion is to be commanded by one lieuten- 
ant commander, one lieutenant to act as 
executive officer and one lieutenant to act 
as navigator, which officers shall be chosen 
and commissioned as soon as the naval 
battalion is fully organized. 

Each company of naval reserve artillery 
@nd the naval reserve torpedo company 
shall be commanded by a leutenant and 
shall contain one lieutenant, junior grade, 
two ensigns and not less than thirty-two 
men nor more than sixty, warrant and pet- 
ty officers and seamen, as enlisted men. 
The naval reserve torpedo compamy shall 
consist of three crews, each of which shall 
contain at least sixteen warrant and petty 
officers and seamen. The first crew shall 
be commanded by the lieutenant of the 
junior grade, the second and third crews 
by the two engineers and each*torpedo crew 
shall contain at Jeast two men with prac- 
tical knowledge of electricity and two oth- 
ers with practica knowledge of steam en- 
gineering.

the United States navy. 

The same system of disciplihe, routine of 
duty and exercise of the battalion and 
parts thereof shall conform generally with 
the existing laws governing the volunteer 
forces of Georgia; as far as the same ap- 
plies to the naval battalion and where the 
same does not apply the discipline, duty 
and exercises shail conform generally to 
the laws, customs and usages governing 
the navy of the United States. The bat- 
ialion shall be subject to the articles and 
regulations for the government of the 
United States navy to the same extent as 
members of the Georgia volunteers are 
Subject to the articles of war and regula- 
‘tions for the government of the United 
States army. 

The appointment of all boards, courts, 
etc., shall be provided in manner similar to 
those in the Georgia Volunteers. _ 

The naval battalion Shall be considered 
to correspond to a battalion in the volun- 
teers and each company shall be considered 
equivalent to a company of volunteers and 
entitled to all the privileges and allowances 
of such battalion. On February 22d Captain 
Thomas was elected major of the First reg- 
iment of cavalry, severing his connection 
with Troop F, 

The work of arranging for the transfer 
ef Troop F was then well under way and 
on January 7, 1895, orders were issued by 
Adjutant General John McIntosh Kell au- 
thorizing the transfer of such enlisted men

The work up tv date with the company 
has been in the school of the suldier. Be- 
ing without textbooks on account of not 
being able to prccure them up to date from 
the navy department, it has only been 
possible to teach the men infantry drill 
regulations. : 

As yet the arms, consisting of new navy 
repeating rifles, cutlasses and revolvers, 
have not péen furnished, but will be in a 
reasonable time, a full report on the com- 
pany having been sent on to the navy de- 
partment by Lieuterant Satterlee. In ad- 
dition to these arms, the United Svates 
government will furnish, through the state 
department, supplies, consisting of knap- 
sacks, haversacks, hammocks, belts and 
leggings, the company being required to 
furnish their own blankets. The naval mi- 
litia as a branch of the navy department 
requires a portion of the $25,000 appropriat- 
ed by the national government to support 
them. Company A’s portion amounted last 
year to $420. 

To give the men practical training, Sec- 
retary Herbert has ordered a monitor 
transferred from lMorfolk to Brunswick, 
where it will be stationed regularly under 
charge of the company’s commanding officer 

While the reserves will occupy the 
same quarters on board ship as 
the regular marines, they will 
be accorded treatment as volunteey sol- 
diers, and nothing to mar their dignity 
will be inflicted upon them. 

On May 15th, the reserves, forty-three 
strong, made their first trip off, going to 
Savannah on a chartered steamer, with 
their own men at the helm, Acting Cox- 
swains B. A. White and B. A. Fahm. They 
entered the parade of the militia, including 
the state volunteer infantry, artillery and 
cavalry forces and marines_ffom the war- 
ships Atlanta and Raleigh, and were re- 
viewed by Governor Atkinson and staff, 
Lieutenant Satterlee and the commanding 
officers of the two warships, receiving the 
highest encomiums of praise from all and 
especially from the officers of the Atlanta 


‘and Raleigh, Governor Atkinson and Lieu- 


enant' Satterlee. On ‘May 19th, the com- 


‘missioned officers paid the officers of the 


warships an official visit and were ex- 
tended the courtesies of both and also the 
Amphitrite, .which had arrived in the 
meantime.....In Brunswick the reserves 
have excellent quarters. Their armory 
is 50x100, electric lighted and fully pro. 
vided with lockers and arm racks for each 
man. The personnel of the company in. 
cludes over twenty practical seamen and 
all the members rank very high in the 
commercial and social world of this sec- 
tion, One of the trips contemplated with 
great favor by the company is the ap- 
proaching one to the Atlanta exposition. 
They expect to go in full strength and with 
full band. On this trip they: will wear 
the dress uniform, as shown in the cuts. 
There is another uniform worn on board 
for work, which is entirely of white’duck, 
but in these they never ap- 
pear on the’ streets. Taken altogether 
Brunswick people feel particularly proud of 
the first naval militia in Georgia_and are 
giving them every encouragement in their 
power. The officers and men work hard 
to fully prepare themeelves for service and 
attend the meetings with great promptuess. 
The company is governed by 2 board of 
administration, consisting of the commis- 
sioned officers, two warrant officers, one 
petty officer and two seamen, who attend 
to all the business of the company during 
the interval of the quarterly meetings. En- 
sign C. L. Elliott is secretary. and treas- 
urer.

Brunawick’s Naval Reserve Will Get 
a Trip and Drill. 
Brunswick, Ga., July . 22.—(Special.)—The 
first United States warship to visit this 
port in many years is the monitor Amphi- 
trite, now tying anchored off the Bruns- 
wick bar awaiting daylight so As to come 
into the harbor. The Amphitrite is one 
of the government’s most formidable gup- 

boats. 

At 9 o’clock tomorrow morfng she will 
steam into the city and will remain all 
day for inspection. On Wednesday and 
Thursday the monitor will carry the naval 
reserve, about fifty strong, out to sea, 
where daily drills will occur and the re- 
serve will be developed in the art of naval 
warfare. 

The people of Brunswick will have a 
chanee to see some of the displays. In- 
formation came joday from Secretary Her- 
ert to the effect that the captain of the 
Amphitrite had been instructed before he 
left Hampton roads, last Thursday, to ar- 
range with the militia to give the citizens 
an opportunity, as far as possible, to see 
the ship during the intervals of the drill.

| THE PAaSING THRONG, 


Mr. P. G. Awtrey, of LaGrange, is an 
earnest and enthusiastic bimetallist, and 
he talks interestingly of his beliefs. Mr. 
Awtrey is a prominent insurance man of 
LaGrange, and is one of the best known 
men in the country. 

“I take no stock ordinarily in politics,” 

said he. “I am only a plain business 
man, who believes that no prosperity of 
a permanent character can come to this 
country until silver is restored to the 
position of value-fixing money. In my 
judgment no scheme of paper or bank 
money will ever be able to’ accomplish 
what its friends claim for it {f such issues 
are. to be redeemable in gold alone, 
I do not believe this country is suffering 
because of a lack of a circulafing medium. 
It is not that. If cotton should rise to 25 
cents per pound. I don’t think any town 
throughout the south would have any diffi- 
culty in getting all the money needed to 
pay for cotton. What we need is an ad- 
dition to the volume of’ irredeemable me- 
tallic money. It is quite evident to me 
that no more money will or can go into 
circulation than that demanded by the 
prices prevailing. If prices are low, then 
‘the volume of money in circulation will 
be correspondingly small; but if prices 
are high the volume will be large. Now, 
if this is true, and we want more money, 
it can only be had by raising prices. To 
bring prices to a higher level and Keep 
them stable is really the most important 
question after all. How may it be done? 
By increasing the volume of basic or value- 
fixing money. How may this increase 
be had? By opening our mints to the 
silver of the world, and by such legisla- 
tion as will restore silver to a place of 
equal dignity with gold. When that is 
done, prices will rise, prosperity will 
come, and the’ south will soon become the 
richest section of a wealthy nation.” 


“There is a great deal of political talk 
in the west,” said Major Robert Guinn, 
assistant state school commissioner, who 
is just back from Denver, ‘‘but it is all one 
way. Everybody out there is for the re- 
storation of silver and no party can hope 
to get the electoral votes of these states 
unless it comes out boldly and’ unequivo- 
cally for silver. There are no two,sides 
to that question so far as the west is 
concerned. They know no party lines on 
that issue, but are together, heart and 
soul, for silver. I have never seen such 
unanimity anywhere. The earnestness of 
these people in this fight impressed me 
deeply. They believe that there can be 
no permanent prosperity until the coun- 
try is plaeed upon a bimetallic basis, and 
they are going to fight to put it there.” 


“Tl think that ex-Governor Lowrey will 
undoubtedly be the next United States 
senator from Mississippi,’’ said Colonel J. 
D. Lynch, of that state, to a Washington 
interviewer. ‘Tt is a pretty safe predic- 
tion, too, that ex-Senator McLaurin will 
be our next governor. MSBoth are free sil- 
ver advocates of the most stalwart kind, 
and the people are with them in about 
the ratio of 16 to 1. Nothing could have 
beat Governor Stone for the senate except 
his unfriendly attitude to silver. His own 
county went against him a little while ago 
de2rwhesmingly on that very question, 
and he has ruined his hopes of political 
advancement.’’

MR. ST. JOHN HAS NOTHING TO SAY 


But His Friends Sey He Will Make Reply? 
President Hoffman Denies the Re- 
port About the Soutnerre 


An emphatic denial comes from President 
R. C. Hoffman, of the Seaboard Air-Line 
road, to the assertion that the Southern 
has made any efforts to get control of his 
line. 

Nor is he of the opinion that the Seaboard 
Air-Line has been persecuted by the South- 
ern in pushing a boycott for the purpose 
of depressing securities, with the idea of 
obtaining a controlling interest in the prop- 
erty. ; 

President Hoffman arrived in Atlanta )¢8- 
terday afternoon at 4 o’clock from Be lti- 
more. The object of his visit, he says, is 
to look after the affairs of his road during 
the exposition, and to make arrangements 
for the exhibit of the Seaboard Air-Line. 
Shortly after’ his arrival he rode out to the 
ex position grounds and made a 
thorough examination of all the buildings 


and prospects. 

“As far as I know,” he said, “this is all 
a wild, unreliable rumor about the South- 
ern road making efforts:'in any way to ob- 
tain possession of the Seaboard Air-Line. 
So far as I know there has never heen 
any proposition made of any kind with a 
view to this purchase. There has nothing 
reached me officially of any desire on the 
part of the Southern road to effect this deal. 
I give no eredence to any rumor of the 
kind, and put it down as wild talk.”’ 

Naturally, President Hoffman is of the 
firm belief that the Seaboard Air-Line will 
come out with the colors-after the meeting 
in New York on August lsth. 

“I am not familiar with the details of 
the session at Asheville,’’ he said. “2 
scarcely know, except in a general way, 
what questions came up there, and, of 
course, cannot say as to how the present 
condition will terminate, but I know that 
the Seaboard will stand firm footed.”’ 

As to the Sout#ern’s Scheme. 


When asked regarding the reported effort 
of the Southern to instigate and push the 
beycott for the purpose of depressing the 
securities of the Seaboard Air-Line, Mr. 
Hoffman seemed amused. 

“That proposition on the face is, in my 
opinion, absurd,’”’ he said. ‘It would be 
impossible for one road to do what is 
charged to the Southern. It was not the 
boycott of the Southern road alone, but 
the combined action of all the roads. It was 
the Southern Railway and Steamship Asso- 
ciatbon that carried on this boycott against. 
the Seaboard Air-Line, and to say that this 
was controlled by one road is an undue pre- 
sumption, 

“This is simply an opinion of mine. I 
don’t see how such a statement could have 
gone out. As to that controversy on this 
subject I have nothing to say. I have noth- 
ing in the world to do with it. But I will 
say that I think the Norfolk paper made a 
m‘stake when it quoted one of our efficials 
as having said that the Southern was tak- 
ing this underhand way of getting control 
of the Seaboard Air-Line. 

“The boycott action was not the wark of 
the Southern road. It was the action of the 
whole association directed against our road, 
and I cannot believe that the Southern con- 
trolled all.” 

To See the Exposition. 

President Hoffman hesitated for a while. 
“As I said,” he continued, “affairs of this 
kind do not come under my immediate no-— 
tice. I am interested in the work of the 
exposition though, and that is the purpose 
of my trip down here to Georgia. 

“> wanted to see for myself. just what 
work was being done here, and then the 
interest of the road, too, was in my mind. 
The work of the exposition has progressed 
far enough to form an adequate idea of 
what will be done. I shall remain here for 
several days looking into the placing of 
an exhibit.”

HE THOUGHT THE TRAIN HAD PASSED 


tt Was Ranning in, Two Seoctions—He 
Heard the Firstand Wes Not on 
the Watch fer the Secod. 


Mecon, Ga., July 92.—(Special.)—The young 
man who was killed last night at 10:20 
o'clock et the Summerfield crossing, six 
miles from Macon, by the Central passen- 
ger train from Atlanta, was identified at 
an early hour this morning by Patrolman 
Hicks, as Mr. Pope Brown, porther-in-law 
of Mr. Guy Taylor, a well-known farm- 
er who lives near Summerfield. 

The deceased was a brother of Miss Belle 
Brown, of Atlanta, and she has been tele- 
graphed the sad news, and will attend the 
funeral services to be held tomorrow morn- 
ing at Mount Zion church, not very far 
from the scene of the killing. 

Mr. Brown had been visiting Miss Lila 
Price, daughter of Mr. Bob Price, of Ma- 
con, at her country home. She had as her 
guest Miss Georgia Burns, the gifted young 
poetress of Macon. Mr. Brown was en 
route home. Just as he drove upon the 
railroad crossing in a cut and on a curve 
at Summerfield, the locomotive of the At- 
Janta passenger train dashed into the ve- 
hicle. The buggy was splintered, and the 
horse, a fine animal, was hurled almost 
twenty feet from the crossing and in- 
stantly killed. Mr. Brown was thrown 
about fifteen feet. His neck and hip were 
broken and his face and head 


from which a large amount of blood flowed. 
The cause of the accident was, no doubt, 
due to the fact that an extra train, a s¢ec- 
tion of the regular passenger train, had 
gone ahead of the regular passenger about 
ten minutes, and Mr. Brown, hearing this 
extra, thought it was the regular passen- 
ger, and drove upon the crossing, not ex- 
pecting the second train. Engineer J. G. 
Freerey and Fireman S. D. Dorsey, of the 
regular passenger, had their heads out of 
the engine window looking out for the ex- 
tra ahead, and just before the crossing was 
reached they saw the head and shoulders 
of a horse appear upon the crossing. In 
another moment the collision came, which 
no human agency could have then prevent- 
ed. The train was stopped and Engineer 
Freeney, Conductor Brannan and others 
went back to the scene and found Mr. 
Brown, whose identity was then unknown, 
fatally injured, bleeding and unconscious. 
No one was present who could identify 
him, and he was picked up and put on the 
train and brought to Macon. He died with- 
in fifteen minutes after being struck by the 
train. 

At Macon he was carried to the ¢estab- 
lishment of Undertaker Wood to be pre- 
pared for burial. The coroner held an in- 
quest this morning, and the jury rendered 
@ verdict that the killing ‘‘was purely an 
accident.’’ Mr. Homer Price, a son of Mr. 
Bob Price, of Macon, and the deceased 
were warm friends, and had been visiting 
young ladies together yesterday. They part- 
ed last night, and in a quarter of an hour 
after the train left Summerfield, Mr. Price 
drove over the crossing at Summerfield ut- 
terly unconscious that only a few minutes 
before his friend had met his 
death at that very spot, and 
the train was then bearing his 
corpse to Macon. Mr. Brown was born in 
Talbot county twenty-four years ago. He 
moved to Bibb county to reside with his 
brother-in-law, Mr. Guy Taylor, two years 
ago. He was engaged in truck farming. 
He was a young man of fine character, 

and popular with ali who knew him. 
Grand Parade Ground. 

Major Owen T. Kenan and other officers 
of the Second Georgia regiment, will peti- 
tion the mayor and council to set apart a 
certain space in Tattnall Square park for a 
parade and drill ground.

All the Union Plumbers Will Refuse Te - 


Go To Work This Morning 
THEY REFUSE THE TERMS OFFERED 


The Bosses Prop2sed To Give Them the 
Hours They Asked, but Haa Several 
Important Conditions. 


Seventy-one journeymen plumbers employ- 
ed in the shops of Atlanta held a rousing 
meeting last night and unanimously decided 
to go out on a strike this morning. 

That number of plumbers, and possibly’ a 
few others, will fail to respond for duty 
when the rolls are called in the different 
Plumbing shops of this city this morning, 
and unless a settlement of the differences 
ex'sting between the plumbers unions and 
their employers is made, your bursted 
water pipes and leaky joints will have to 
go unrepaired. 

The determination of the journcymen 
Plumbers to walk out on a strike, cr rather 
to decline to go to work this morning, came 
about by the failure of the master 
plumbers to agree to a certain set of resolu- 
tions and a-petition adopted by the journey- 
men Saturday night. 

That petition set forth that eight and 
nine hours’ labor for a day’s work had be- 
come general in building trades throughout 
the country, and the first resolution was a 
request to the master plumbers for a nine- 
— day, at the present rate of wages per 

ay. 

The resolutions set forth also that if the 
requests made in the petition and resolu- 
tions were not granted by quitting time on 
Monday, the 22d instant, the journey- 
men would go out and remain out until the 
mattere mentioned in it were settled gat- 
isfactorily. 

The petition and resolutions were adopted 
Saturday night at a big meeting of the 
journeymen plumbers, the meeting having 
been called on account of the great dissatis- 
faction among the plumbers at the present 
rate of wages they are receiving and the 
hours of work. The journeymen are re- 
Quired to work ten hours per day at the 
present, and they believe that eight hours 
is enough.

“That if the foregoing requests are not 
granted by quitting time Monday, the 22 
instant, we will go out and remain out until 
these matters are satisfactorily settled. 

“Resolved, That a copy of these resolu- 
tions be presented to our employers on Mon- 
day morning, the 22d instant, for their con- 
sideration.

Presented to the Masters Yesterday. 

Yesterday morning that petition and set 
of resolutions were presented to the mas- 
ter plumbers of the city, and during the 
afternoon a meeting of the latter was held 
to consider the requests of their employes. 
The master plumbers considered the re- 
quests, and in lieu of agreeing, adopt- 
ed certain amendments or conditions which 
they transmitted to the journeymen fplumrb- 
ers by letter last night. The conditions 
named by the master plumbers were unani- 
mously rejected by the Journeymen Piumb- 
ers’ Union at a meeting held last night to 
consider the matter, hence the decision to 
go out on a strike this morning. 

What the Masters Offered.

“Resolved, That we accept the proposition 
of the journeymen plumbers on. the follow- 
ing conditions:

People of Atlanta Organize To Save the 
Children of the Yery Poor. 


THE KINDERGARTEN 1S ORGANIZED 


Enthusiastic Meeting attbe Kimball House 
Parlors Yesterday,at Which O}- 
flecrs Were Elected. 


No meeting ever held in Atlanta for the 
purpose of discussing a public enterprise 
has developed such pronounced enthusi- 
asm as the meeting held in the Kimball 


ouse parlors yesterday afternoon in the’ 


interest of free kindergarten work in the 
city. 

The suecess of the kindergarten is not 
only assured beyond the least: doubt, but 
from the spirit «manifested at ‘the meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon, the friends of the 
moveinent will not be satisfied with any 
success that fails to put the Atlanta kin- 
dergarten abreast with that of any city 
north or south. 

The meeting in the Kimball house par- 


lors yesterday afternoon was a notable. 
In response to the invitations sent’ 


one. 
out last week fully fifty people were pres- 
ent, and among these were quitea number 
of ladies. : 

An organization was’ perfected under the 
name of the Frée Kindergarten Associa- 
tion of Atlanta, offi¢ders for the year were 
elected.-and enough subscriptions of mem- 
bership obtained ‘to place the association 
on a secure basis. 

The Meeting in Detail. 

The time eget for the meeting was § 
o'clock. — 

At this hour ex-Governor William J. 
Northen was called to the chair and made 
a brief acknowledgment of the compli- 
ment, at. the same time expressing his 
Sympathy and co-operation. 

Mr. J. F. Barclay was made the secre- 
tary of the meeting. . 

The discussion began with the. introduc- 
tion of Mrs. Emma Moffett-Tyng, wh® 
explained the methods of kindergarten 
work and gave a short historical synopsis 
of the movement. Her brief address 
charmed every one and marked the be- 
ginning of the rapt enthusiasm that 
characterized the meeting. The idea of 
the kindergarten originated among the 
Germans, and for many years its success- 
ful operation in that country had been one 
of the most striking features of German 
civilization. : 

Mrs. Tyng discussed the practical bene- 
fits of the free kindergarten and express- 
ed the hepe that & movement would be 
started in Atlanta for the benefit of the 
poor children of this city. “Atlanta knows 
what to do,” said she, “when her thought 
is directed to a need.” 

Finn of Organization. 

Mrs. Z. Adans Cutten, who has recently 
started a kindergarten school in connec- 
tion with the Barclay mission, brought 
before the meéting a definite plan of or- 
ganization, 

This plan was outlined as follows: 

“The object of this meeting is to organ- 
ize an association, to be known as the Free 
Kindergarten Association of Atlanta, Ga., 
whose aim shall be the mental, moral and 
puysical training of poor and neglected 
children from three to six years of age, 
Any one of good moral character will, be 
admitted to membership on the payment 
of $> annually; a contribution of: $1 consti+ 
tuting.: an associate membership and 4 
donation of $i®@ by any one person as, one 
time. a .iife membership. The association 
is to have a board of marmagers, whose du, 
ties shall be, to assist in raiging the, neces+ 
sary funds and, through the officers,, to 
essume the general. management .of the 
association, only members paying $6 mem- 
bership fee to be eligible as managers, 
‘ne board of maangers is to. consist of 100 
members, 

‘The officers of the . association are to con. 
sist of a president, five vice presidents, a re- 
cording’ seeretary, @ corresponding -setre- 
tary, a, superintendent; standing commit- 
tees, executive, finance, kindergarten, vis- 
iting, entertainment, public meeting, 
church, chilaren, press and membership. 
The otficers of the association and chair- 
nen of the various committees will form the 
execulive committee. ‘I'he present plan is 
to organize at once and open the books 
for membership fees and voluntary sub- 
scriptions; to appeal to the public through 
the press and by committees for funds 
with which to carry on the work, and to es- 
tuviish Kindergartens where they are most 
needed and where they will ue the most 
good. there should be a general head 
or Superintendent over all.the kindergar- 
ten.’’ | 

Mrs. Cutten reviewed the work of the 
kinaergarten esiablished- in  connectidi 
with the Barclay mission, on the 24th of 
last month. Speaking of the children in 
the school, she said: 

“They are vornu teaders for either good 
or evil. Already some of them are adept 
in profanity and theft. What are you 
going to do with them? If left to them- 
seives the result must be appalling. This 
is not a case of Charity alone, it is one of 
public safety and political economy. It 
is cheaper to support kindergartens than 
prisons. . The Kindergarten is the great 


educational agent of the age; it is the only 


factor that -will accomplish what ali the 
reformatory measures of the state have 
failed to do, for it will prevent crime by 
allowing no man to grow up a criminal. 
Great success in this work has been at- 
tained in San Francisco, St. Louis, Chi- 
cago, New York, Boston, Indianapolis, 
Pittsburg and other leading cities. ‘There 
is room for forty or fifty kindergartens 
right here in Atlanta. A-visit to the Bar- 
clay mission kindergarten will reveal won. 
ders. The children, happy and interest- 
ed, orderly, yet under no restraint, are 
busy sewing designs on perforated cards 
or laying out geometrical figures upon the 
tables, which are ruled off in squares, or 
creating curious devices from bright col- 
ored papers. At a signal work ceases 
and, to the time of a lively march, they 
form in line about a circle painted on the 
floor and sing their songs. Again they 
take up some new employment after their 
surplus energy has been exhausted and the 
development of latent faculties goes on. 
One leaves the kindergarten with the con- 
vic:ion that the children are being ele- 
vated and molded in a manner which must 
tell upon the world’s future.”

THE BOY ‘SAYS HE OID NON 00 IT 


Ppiaking of Having Him Tried 
+? ‘or Lun:c,. 

Link by Mnk the chain of circumstantial 
eviiance against Joe Williams, the dement- 
ed boy who is locked up in the station 
house charged with the murder of B, H. 
Wylie, the watchman for the Old Dominion 
guano factory, last Friday night, is being 
collected, and in the minds of hundreds of 
people around Bast Point there 1s no lon- 
ger any doubt as to the guilt of the boy. 
His own father and mother have no doubt 
that he committed the crime. 


Farly yesterday morning the county offi- 
cers who have worked on the case since 
the crime was committed—Chief Verner 
and Officers Bradley and Turner—visited 
the scene of the murder and again made 
another search for something that would 
lead to the disccvery of the identity of the 
murderer. In walking through the fields, 
where they had previously traced the foot- 
prints of a man from the scene of the mur- 
der almost to Williams's home, they found, 
@ few feet from where the man had crossed 


@ ditch, an empty cartridge shell idemti- 
cal with the six purchased by Williams’s 
little brother last Friday. That fact is one 
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ef the most important links in the unrav- 
eling of the mysterious crime. 

Sunday’s Corstitution ccntained an ac- 
count of the purchase by Williams’s broth- 
er on the day of the crime of six No. 12 
bore U. M. C. Co. cartridge shells. The boy | 
got them for fis brother Joe, he said. | 
When a search of Williams's house was, 
made Saturday morning only four of the | 
pew shells could be found. Part of another | 
one was picked up in the yard, it having 
been cut to pieces by Williams, so he said. | 
That left one more shell to be accounted 
for, which Williams was unable to do. 
When the empty shell, which bore every 
evidence of having been fired oniy a short | 
time, was found direcily alongside the path 
that the sboy ts believed to have traveled | 
after having shot the watchman, to many | 
acquainted with the circumstances and | 
facts of the murder thgre was no longer 
any doubt as to the guilt of the boy, so far 
as almost convincing circumstantial evi- 


dence could bring them to that conclusion. | 


His Parents Suspected Joe. 

Another fact brought out yesterday was 
that Williams’s mother and father had a 
suspicion that their son might have com- 
mitted the crime shortly after they learned 
of the murder. They said nothing about 
their suspicions until yesterday, both be- 
ing too greatly agitated to talk of the af- 
fair before. That suspicion was first ex- 
pressed by Mrs. Williams when the negro 
Henry Furlow, came to her door Friday 
night and told her of the murder of Mr. 
Wylie. Only a few minutes before the ne- 
gro came Mrs. Williams had got up out 
of her bed and went to the front door and 
let her son Joe in the house, she having 
Iccked the door previous to retiring. The 
boy came in the house some time after 9 
o'clock and went up stairs to the room of 
Sam Scott, a negro boy employed about the 
house. He asked Sam for some tobacco, 
which the got. and then went down stairs 
and out of the front door. When he start- 
ed out of the door Mrs. Williams heard 
him and called to him not to go off, she 
having returned to her room. The boy 
answered that he was not going away, but 
only on the front porch a little while. Mrs. 
Williams says that in a short time he came 
back in the house and went to his room. A 
few minutes later the negro - Furlow 
knocked at the door and told cf the mur- 
der of the watchman. Like a flash of 
lightning it occurred to Mrs. Williams that 
her son had committed the crime, she re- 
membering his strange actions in coming 
in late and then going out again. 

Had the Gun in His Room. 


After the negro had informed Mrs. Wil- 
liams of the murder she went to her hus- 
band, and in telling him of the murder 
made tne remark that she expected that 
Joé had shot the watchman. She knew 
that Joe had a hallucination that Mr. Wy- 
lie had mistreated him, and knowing that 
her son was demented and had acted so 
Strangely, it flasbked to her mind) that he 
had committed the crime. Mr. Williarns 
quickly got up and dressed and got ready 
to go to the fectory. When he got to the 
Gcor Joa ceme out of his room, bringing 
With him the gun which it is believed was 
the one used in the murder of the watch- 
man. The boy wanted to take the gun to 
the scene of the murder, but did not do so. 

The fact that the boy had the gun in his 
Own room is an important link in the evi- 
dence against him. It is believed that he 
brought the Zun in the house when he 
went out after getting the tobacco, Mrs. 
Williams Stating positively that he did nct 
Nave it when she let him in. The gun was 
never Kept in the boy’s room and it was a 
€reat surprise to his father and mother to 
See him bring it out. It had always been 
kept up stairs unloaded until that day, 
—— the boy evidently got it and loaded 

» he admitting that himself. 

All Agreed That Williams Is Guilty. 
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He remained about home and in the vVicin- 
ity of East Point for a month of two, 
frequently staying around the factory. 
It was learned yesterday that sometime 
ago Mr. Wylie made 4a complaint to Mr. 
Willingham, the president of the Old Do. 
minion Guano Company, that Joe Williams 
hung around the factory @ great deal and 
that he smoked dozens of cigarettes on 
the premises, contrary to the rules:of the 
eae hey was called before the president 
and asked about his smoking at the fac- 
tory. Since that time it seems that Wil- 
liams has borne an enmity against Wylie 
and has frequently given expression to his 
dislike to the watchman, His parents state 
that the boy frequently made reference to 
Mr. Wylie and had imagii:ed that the latter 
was giving him a drug. One day he asked 
his mother if she did not detect the poison 
that Wylie was putting in the flour, He 
wanted to know if the members of his: 
family did not feel that they were being 
drugged, In many other ways and man- 
mers the boy expressed his dislike aad 
fear of the watchman. 
Likely To Be Tried for Lunacy. 

It has been a matter of public comment 
around East Point that the boy was de- 
and by many he is not considered 
responsible for his actions, He frequently 
walked about the country in an atmiess 
sort of way and his parents have thought 
of taking out a writ of lunacy against him 
several times, postponing it each time in 
the hope that the boy would get better. 
Mr. Willingham had also said fhat the 
boy should be tried on a writ of lunacy 
and on one occasion he intended to take

"It is very probable that a writ of lunacv 


will be sworn out today or tomorrow and 
that the boy will pe given a hearing on 
it before Ordinary Calhoun in a day or 
two.

There is a case in New York state simi- 
lar in every respect to the one of Mrs. 
Nobles tand the prominent ladies of that 
state ‘are actively at work with a petition 
to hava the semtence commuted to life im- 
prisonment. 

The cr’me ‘that the woman in New Yerk 
committed was the same as that of Mrs. 
Nobles—killing her husband. She was sen- 
tenced to be executed and is now in Sing 
Sing prison awaiting the action of the 
governor of that state. 

Like Mrs. Nobles, she charges her Aus- 
band wth cruelty to her. She was sen- 
tenced to be electrocuted the same week 
that Mrs. Nob®s was sentenced to be 
hanged. The ladies of that state immedi- 
ately began the work of gett'ng up a peij- 
tion in behalf of the sentenced woman 

In ail probability her sentence will be 
commuted to life impr’sonment.

PREPARATIONS FOR ATLANTA.

What the Projectors of the Commis- 
sion Hope To Accomplish. 
From The New York Tribune, July 20th. 

An informal meeting of the New York 
state commission of the Cotton States and 
International exposition, which is to be 
held in Atlanta, Ga., was held at the Gil- 
sey house last evening. The commission is 
composed of James Edward Giraybill, presi- 
dent; Mrs. Levi P. Morton, vice president; 
Algar M. Wheeler, secretary; William W. 
Snow, James Swann, Mrs. Donald McLean 
and Mrs. Henry B. Plant. The commission 
is enthusiastic over the work that has been 
accomplished so far, and fs mapping out 
new plans upon an elaborate scale. Mr. 
Swann, who is a member of the firm of In- 
man, Swann & Co., said: ‘“T want our 
northern people to go down there and see 
what a vast field for business there is in 
that country. Then I want to get our 
southern people out of that old rut in which 
they have been running for a great many 
years, and make them realize the riches 
with which they aire endowed.” 

The Atlanta exposition promises to be, 
with the exception of the World’s Colum- 
bian exposition in Chicago, the greatest ex- 
hibition ever held in this country. It will 
open on September 18th and will close with 
the year 189. The exposition has received 
the indorsement of the United States gov- 
ernment, congress having appropriated $200,- 
000 for a government building and exhibit. 
A commanding site has been assigned for 
this building, the contract has been let 
and the work is well under way. The expo- 
sition has also received the indorsement of 
the legislatures and principal commercial 
bodies of a number of states, and reason- 
able assurance has been given that many 
of them will be represented by state build- 
ingg and exhibits. 

Besides several exhibits announced from 
the southern republics, the managers are 
assured of exhibits from almost every 
important country in Europe. The fact that 
the south and its wonderful agricultural, 
mineral and manufacturing resources were* 
not adequately represented at the World’s 
Columbian exposition led to the inception 
of this enterprise, which has the further 
object of fostering the trade relations al- 
ready existing between the southern states 
and the republics of Mexico and Central 
and South America; also the promotion of 
commercial intercourse between these states 
and the ports of Europe. 

Everything has been done that can be 
done to encourage exhibits.“In Chicago, 
St. Louis and other large cities, similar com- 
missions to the one now at work in New 
York are doing all they can to forward the 
success of the exposition.

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The Campaign of an Official. 

Hon. Hoke Smith, secretary of the in- 
terior, delivers today at Gainesville the 
first of a series of addresses to be made 
in Georgia, his purpose being pot only 
to defend the financial policy of the ad- 
ministration which has put the cur- 
rency of the country on a gold standard 
basis, but more particularly to justify 
the contradictory position in which he 
is placed by his now noted free coinage 
letter of 1890. 

When the fact is taken into considera- 
tion that this letter was written on the 
eve of the last presidential campaign 
and hence it was an argument against 
the republican party, then in power, and 
that Mr. Smith then declared that he 
was in favor of free coinage and of other 
measures of relief by which he pro 
posed “to aid democratic nominees, and 
preserve democratic organization, and 
pass by a united effort measures of prac- 
tical benefit to the people”—when this 
is considered, the magnitude of the sec- 
retary’s undertaking will be readily un- 
derstood. 

Unfonmunately for him he does not 
possess even the measure of justification 
advanced by the hapless Carlisle, who 
declared in 1878 that the demonetization 
of silver was the greatest crime of the 
age, but who, on being confronted with 
the speech containing this violent de- 
nunciation of the conspiracy against sil- 
ver, declares in 1895 that conditions have 
so entirely changed since 1878 as to war- 
rant his becoming the special champion 
of the performance which he so vehein- 
ently denounced in 1878. 

Conditions have not materially 
changed since 1890—except for the 
worse. Hence if Mr. Smith was for free 
coinage in 1890 there are increasing 
reasons why he should favor it in 1895, 
“in a spirit of harmony, to aid demo- 
cratic nominees and preserve democratic 
organization.” . 

The people will naturally be interested 
in the explanation of the secretary, and 
his friends, no doubt, hope that it will 
be sufficiently clear to extricate him 
from the very embarrassing position in 
which he has been placed by events fol- 
lowing his appointment to the cabinet. 

No doubt the secretary will also take 
occasion during his political visit to 
Georgia to throw some light on the ef- 
fort to use the postoffice department as 
@ vast political machine for the pro- 
mulgation of political literature. The 
press of the whole country, without ref- 
erence to the currency question, is in- 
dignantly protesting against the intro- 
duction of ward politics into the post- 
office department. Letters have been 
written to almost every fourth-class post- 
master in Georgia on the official paper 
of the interior department, and signed 
by the secretary, conveying the semi- 
Official “desire” that campaign literature 
be distributed “among those likely to 
read it.” A number of these letters have 
already been published, as have also 
the answers of several postmasters, who 
bravely refused to allow themselves to 
be used as political puppets. 

The New York World is well known 
as a strong advocate of the financial 
policy of the administration, and yet it 
calls a halt at the effort to prostitute the 

Pubiic gervice for political purposes, 
Saying: 


The recent speeches of Secretary Car- 
Hsle on the currency question, admirable 
in their tone and temper and replete with 
Valuable information, undoubtedly deserve 
@ wide circulation among the people. But 
the attempt to make use of the machinery 
of the postoffice department and of the per- 
Sonal services of the postmasters .te help 
the distribution of these speeches is a vio- 
Jation of the spirit of the civil service reg- 
lations. It is even a violation of the pro- 
hibition against the pernicious activity of 
ergy office holcers in politics. Secre 


was rendering service to the country in 
pushing this distribution, but it was an 
impropmety hardly excusable in a member 
of Mr. Cleveland’s cabinet. 

In this connection it niay be well to 


call attention again to the declaration of 
the national democratic platform, 
adopted at Chicago in 1892, by the same’ 
convention which nominated Mr. Cleve- 
land. 

This is what it says on the question 
of public officials meddling with political 
matters: 


Public office is a public trust. We reaffirm 
the declaration of the democratic national 
convention of 1876 for the reform of the 
civil service, and we call for the honest 
enforcement of all laws regulating the 
same. The nomination of a president, as 
in the recent republican convention, by 
delegations composed largely: of his ap- 
pointees, holding office at tts pleasure, is a 
scandalous satire upon free popular institu- 
tions and a starting illustration of the 
methods by which a president may gratify 
his ambition. We denounce a policy under 
which the federal office holders usurp con- 
trol of party conventions in the states, and 
we pledge the democratic party to reform 
these and all other abuses which threaten 
ee liberty and local self-govern- 

ent. 


The democratic party has been de- 
nouncing republican use of federal offi- 
ces for political purposes for more than 
thirty years, and it has been exceptional 
that a democratic convention in this 
State has been silent on the subject. If 
during the administration of Mr. Har- 
rison, or any of the republican adminis- 
trations following the war, a republi- 
can cabinet officer had openly endeay- 
ored to use the postoffices of the coun- 
try for the accomplishment of political 
ends the indignation of the people would 
have shown itself in emphatic expression 
of condemnation. ° 

It is to be hoped that Secretary Smith 
will pay some attention to these little 
things in his remarks today, and it is 
needless to say that it will give The 
Constitution pleasure to present what- 
ever he has to say in justification of the 
peculiar conduct for which the press of 
the whole country is now so sharply 
criticising him.

Mr. Ballou’s Crusade. 

Mr. William Hosea Ballou persists in 
taking our sham bull fight seriously, but 
the newspapers refuse to take a serious 
view of his threat to cause the arrest 
and punishment of the exposition mana- 
gers if they allow the fight to come off. 

The Richmond State has the following: 


Mr. William Hosea Ballou, president of 
the American j/Humane Association, de- 
clares that he will stop the proposed bull 
fight at the Atlanta exposition. Mr. Bal- 
lou’s interference will doubtless be resent- 
ed by the Atlanta people, who possibly 
think they have ability and humanity 
enough to manage their own affairs without 
any interference in the part of Mr. Ballou. 

The Washington Post takes up the 
matter in a semi-humorous vein and 
says: 

Our readers recall Ballou, of course. He 
was in Washington a few weeks ago med- 
dling with the management of the Yellow- 
stone park. Ballou has tried his hand at 
various things—at newspaper work, at lit- 
erary work, and so on—and now he has 
found his true vocation as a busybody of 
the smaller and more irritating kind. 

Strange as it may seem, however, a real- 
ly precious and tender thought occurs to 
us in this connection. Suppose that Ballou 
Should in fact descend upon Atlanta and 
proceed to arrest the managers of the ex- 
position, and suppose the latter, in the fer- 
vent and impulsive fashion so character- 
istic of Georgians, should take hold of Bal- 
lou and thrash a couple of counties. with 
his palpitating form. Ah! let us close our 
eyes and dream of it. Such dreams come 
only in soft midsummer nights’ with 
Astarte blazing like a jewel in the azure 
dome and levers cooing where the shad- 
ows dance. They are dreams to be nursed, 
to be clung to, to be reveled in. We have 
had Ballou as a nuisance in almost every 
Shape and that was nightmare; but to have 
him thus, to have him as a flail in the 
hands of some determined Georgian, to see 
him used in clearing up new land, and to 
know that he will never more return to 
afflict us with his gall—this is a vision of 
pure bliss. 

We do hope that Ballou will not con- 
tent himself with the specious and hollow 
notoriety involved in ‘this press report. He 
must not think of stopping at mere bluster. 
What we all want—for Ballou’s education 
and for our own delight—is to have Ballou 
go to Atlanta and personally direct the 
arrest of the exposition managers, The 
managers will do the rest. 

This is too severe. Mr. Ballou is a 
very clever gentleman and a man of 
talent. The managers of the exposi- 
tion and our people do not entertain the 
slightest ill will toward him, for it-is 
evident that he is ignorant of the fact 
that our bull fight will be a mere specta- 
cle, a harmless affair, as different from a 
real bull fight as a sham battle is from a 
real battle. 

When Mr. Ballou understands the real 
nature of this feature of the Mexican 
village exhibit at our exposition he will 
doubtless withdraw his protest. If, how- 
ever, he is determined to go ahead with 
his mistaken crusade, every facility will 
be afforded him, and he will find that our 
people are too sensible and good natured 
to quarrel with him. His capers merely 
serve to advertise the exposition, and 
there is no disposition in any quarter 


to call him off.

Several days ago The Constitution 
mentioned the withdrawal of the free 
coinage ballot from The Boston Post, 
stating that “as soon as the readers of 
our contemporary began to make re- 
sponses the esteemed editor found that 
he had walked headforemost into a 
trap. The majority in favor of free 
coinage grew so large that The Post was 
compelled to suppress and avoid all ref- 
erence to the fact that the opinion of its 
readers had been asked.” 

We are in receipt of a communication 
from Mr. E. A. Crozier, the esteemed 
editor of The Post, in which he says: 

The Boston Post printed a blank silver 
ballot on May 30th. It was distinctly 
stated in thiS announcement, as you will 
observe from the enclosed clipping, that 
the balloting was open for one week 
only. . 

We printed the votes precisely as they 
were received and the balloting closed on 
the date originally set, and the result con-

“Shall the United States government open 
its mints at once to the free coinage of 
silver without regard to other nations, 
and at a ratio of 16 to 1?’ and this in 
Boston, too, it requires no argument to 
demonstrate the facet that one week's 
trial of this test was enough. 

The editor of The Post seems to ob- 
ject to The Constitution’s statement that 
he withdrew the test because he was 
dissatisfied with the first week’s result 
and apprehensive thati a continuation of 
it might be even more disastrous. Since 
Editor Crozier announces that “the bal- 
loting was opened for one week only,” 
it, of course, gives The Constitution 
pleasure to so state, and in doing so to 
commend the judgment of the Boston- 
lans for the good judgment manifested 
through the ballots of The Post that 
week.

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Queer Antics. 

The antics of some of the gold stand- 
ard newspapers over the Griffin conven- 
tion, before and after, have been very 
amusing, not to say ridiculous. 

In the first place when the convention 
was called it was announced with great 
gusto by the newspapers who sneeze 
every time Mr. Cleveland takes snuff, 
that it would be a huge failure, and that 
nobody would be there. This was in- 
tended to Keep the crowd away. But it 
failed to work, and when a week before 
the convention it was found that Griffin 
would entertain the greatest crowd ever 
gathered within ifs limits, the same 
newspapers announced that so many 
people would be there that those who 
would go could not be accommodated. 
This was also intended to keep the 
crowd away, but like the other ruse it 
did not work. 

Several weeks before the convention 
assembled the populist scarecrow was 
raised by these same newspapers, and 
it was persistently drummed into the 
ears of the people that the populists were 
going to capture the convention, side- 
track the democrats and take general 
charge of the proceedings. Of course, 
this was absurd and it was emphatically 
denied by The Constitution, which 
showed that the convention was strictly 
a non-partisan affair, and that it was 
called for a definite purpose, as ex- 
pressed in the address of the Spalding 
County Bimetallic League, and that the 
ends of the eonvention would be accom- 
plished without reference to party align- 
ment. But this statement was not ac- 
cepted, and up to the day of the as- 
sembling of the convention the Mewspa-

Now after the qonvention has ad- 
journed these same newspapers, recog- 
nizing that they persistently lied, are 
raising a great deal of noise because the 
populists were not conspicuous in their 
participation in the proceedings of the 
convention. They are sending out to the 
highways and the byways interviewing 
“dissatisfied populists” and obtaining 
from them as many expressions of dis- 
content as possible, because the com- 
mittees consisted largely of democrats. 

This simply emphasizes the correct- 
ness of The Constitution’s position, and 
the fact that those who were trying to 
discredit the conventipn were proceed- 
ing on a line of deliberate misrepresenta- 
tion.

Money To Burn. 

Recent advices state that London is 
glutted with money, and short loans 
have been made as low as one-half or 
yen one-quarter of one per cent annual 
interest. It is said that the loanable 
funds in London amount to $2,000,000,- 
000, and it is also known that in New 
York and other centers money is piled 
up waiting for good investments. ~ 

The gold standard newspapers say 
that this money would be loaned and in- 
vested but for the silver seare. And 
yet these same authorities declared not 
very long ago that the repeal of the pur- 
chasing Clause of the Sherman act would 
draw foreign capital to this 
country. The New York Times in its 
circular letter to congressmen, asking 
them how they stood on the question, 
artfully suggested that British gold was 
simply awaiting the proposed repeal and 
that it would then rush in this direction 
seeking investment. 

These gold standard prophets have 
been below par for the last two years, 
but they are glibly explaining why their 
predictions have failed to pan out. The 
people, however, see the situation in 
another light. It seems to them that the 
capitalists in the great centers are hoard- 
ing their money or loaning it only for 
short periods because they want to see 
the gold dollar reach the high water 
mark of its purchasing power. ‘They 
have seen the gold dollar become a two- 
hundred-cent dollar and they expect to 
see it appreciate still more. When it 
becomes a three-hundred-cent dollar in 
purchasing power they will whirl in and 
purchase from the moneyless masses all 
the productive property in the country 
which still remains in their hands. If 
values continue to shrink under the gold 
standard it will soon be, possible for a 
very few capitalists to own or control 
the entire country. 

This is the scheme, but the growing 
strength of the silver movement stands 
in its way. The triumph of bimetallism 
will emancipate the masses from their 
financial serfdom.

How Is This’? 

So much has been said in regard to 
the glaring misstatements in Mr. Car- 
lisle’s last announcement of the status 
of the public debt that an explanation 
has been sent out from Washington. 

But the explanation is fully as bad as 
the secretary’s bookkeeping. It is sim- 
ply this: The syndicate paid for its 
bonds before delivery and the cash being 
in the treasury was counted to the credit 
of the government, while the bonds not 
being delivered at that time in London 
were still in its custody, and, therefore, 
not entered as liabilities. 

This system of bookkeeping 
the treasury to keep its dake and get its 
penny, too.

or something to drink, is a certainty, even 
if he had to leave the camp for it. In fact, 
it is known that Stocks was a convict in 
name only, and that he’ was in the habit 
of going where he pleased in the neighbor- 
hoad of the camp unaccompanied, and 
atout the camp was treated with every 
kindness that could be shown him by the 
Officials of the camp. That he did not get 
auything in camp that is not allowed a con- 
vict is equally certain and that he never 
asked for anything not allowed a prisoner 
doing time is probably due to the fact that 
he could come and go at will, and on 
his jaunts avay from hiS convict heme 
could secure anything he desired without 
letting the superintendent of the camp 
know of it. 

That Stocks was given such liberties is 
due more to the custom which has been 
in vogue in convict camps for years than 
to any desire or intention of the superin- 


tendent of Minnewla to vivlate the prison’ 


rules. As is well "nown all over the state, 
there is in the penitentiary system of Geor- 
gia a lot of trusties and the qualificationa 
requisite to make a trusty are left to the 
superintendent. Trusties rarely break the 
parole under which ‘they are working. Por- 
ter Stocks was one of these, as he was 
while he was at the Chattahocchee camp. 
But it appears that Stocks was given more 
room than most trusties, and one of nis 
greatest amusements was an afternoon 
hunt fcr frogs. The frogs were not yanked 
in with a hook and line, neither were they 
lassoed with a string, but were brought 
in the most approved style with 4a 
gun. Stocks, however, never abused the 
ecnfidence that was placed in. him and 
when he went frog hunting he alwavs 
brought the gun in and was in a good hu- 
rror. Sometimes he would be absent for 
hcurs on these hunts, but the superintend- 
ent, Captain Gary, had learned to trust 
Stocks, and whether he was in an hour 
after he went away or was out several 
there was no uneasiness on the part of the 
camp officials. 

The camp it Minneola has been shut 
down for several weeks and within a chort 
time most of the convicts will be moved to 
another camp a short distance away. The 
convicts have,not been working of )ate. 
Stocks appeared to enjoy his rest. On Fri- 
day morning he left the camp, going to the 
home of an old farmer about four m/‘les 
away, where he passed most of the day. 
Stocks had been a frequent visitor at the 
country home and was quite a favor’te 
there with the old gentleman and his 
wife. He remained at the farmhouse until 
dinner and then d-ned with the old couple. 
Late that evening he returned to the camp 
and as he entered the grounds he passed 
Alex Besaw, who was near the office when 
the- shot was fired. As Stocks passed Be- 
saw he remarked: 

‘“‘Alex, I never told my wife a lie in my 
life.”’ 

Then pausing a second as though waiting 
for a ceply he said: 

“Alex, I'll be dead in less than a half- 
hour. See if I tain’t, old boy.” 

Stocks then moved on toward the office 
and after reaching it laid down. It was 
apparent to those who saw h'm that he 
was under the influence of intoxicants and 
it is more than probable that the informa- 
tion was carried to Captain Gary, superin- 
tendent of the camp. Anyhow Canpvta‘n 
Gary went to where Stocks was lying and 
looked at him as though making an in- 
vestigation or examinat-on. Stocks was 
half asleep when the captain came up 
but quickly awoke and attempted to rise. 
Captain Gary observed this and looking 
straight at Stocks remarked: 

‘Le still, Porter. That'll do.” 

Stocks raised himself on his elbow and 
glancing at the captain, sa‘d: 

“iT guess, captain, that you are mad at 
me. Now ain’t you?” 

“Never mind, Porter,’”’ replied the cap- 
ta'n, “we'll talk about that tomorrow. Just 
lay still for the present.”’ 

This was about two hours before the 
shooting and as Captzin Gary spoke he 
turned and walked away. He was not in 
the best of humor, for the conv ‘ct to whom 
he had been kind and in whom he had 
placed every confidence had abused that 
confidence. 

Stocks remained where the captain bad 
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left him for some time and appeared to 
be in a deep study. ‘He did not go to 
sleep and seemed to grow more and more 
despondent every minute. Finally just be- 
fore killing himself he arose and walked 
into the office, where Dr. “Howell, Call 
Winn and Alex Besaw were. It was then 
that the conversation about the pietol, 
which has been printed, was held and then 
the shooting followed. 

Captain John T. Stocks, the father of 
the young Man, went to Mimneola the next 
morning and while there made a thorough 
‘Nvestigation of the killing and brought the 
body h®me thoroughly satisfied that his 
Son had suicided. It is more than likely, 
however, that he krew nothing of the 
fact that Porter had been drinking and 
that the tragic end was due to the in- 
toxicated condition in which he returned 
to the camp. 

As is well known a coronar’s inquest was 
held :mmediately after the death of Stocks 
and yesterday morning a copy of the 
testimony and the verdict of the jury 
reached the city consigned to Mr. W, B. 
lowe, the lessee of the convicts. The 
same mail brought a copy of the same 
paper to the principal keeper of the peni- 
tentiary. The papers told no more than 
has been told in The Constitution's specials 
from that place and gave as the verd.ct 
suicide. 

But there was another paper which came 
by mail, a copy of it guine to both the 
lessee and the penitentiary department, and 
it was this paper which caused the sen- 
Sat-onal features of the case. The paper 
gave the facts as recited in this story and 
declared that Stocks was under the in- 
fleunce of liquor when he did the deed, 
but asserted that it was not known where 
he got it. 

“Il was down in that section of the coun- 
try last week,’’ said Assistant Keeper of the 
Penitentiary Jake Moore yesterday. “lL 
heard cf the suicide on Saturday morning. 
I went at once to the camp and on the train 
found Captain Stocks, father of Porter. l 
made a thorough investigation of the matter 
and came away completely convinced that 
he had killed himself.’’ 

“You do not think there was any chance 
for some One to have killed him?’ was 
asked. 

“None in the workd. There was no reason 
why any one should have harmed him. His 
father has made a gatisfactory investiga- 
tion, and has no idea that the death was 
anything but a suicide. 

‘The truth is,” and Mr. Moore paused as 
though he did not like to go on with the re- 
mark, “‘Porter was drinking. In fact he 
may have been drunk. But none of us 
know where he got his intoxicants. He 
had promised Captain Gary that he would 
not drink, and I think that is one reason he 
rushed to his death. When he found that 
the captain had caught up with him he 
knew that he had been detected in a decep- 
tion and that may have hurt his sensitive 
feelings enough to cause his death.”’ 

“What has become of his watch?” 

“I don’t know, and that is something that 
is pothering us all. But the watch ain't 
gone, and we will find it, It is in the camp 
and will be found.” 

‘“‘What about the many privileges allowed 
Stocks?’ 

“Well that is something hard to tell any- 
thing about. It is mighty easy to say that 
all convicts should be treated alike, but 
when you come to trying it, it can’t be 
done. Captain Gary is a big-hearted fellow, 
and the chances are that Porter Stocks 
made a good friend of him, as he did of 
every one, and was given more latitude 
than he should have had. I have heard the 
stories about his ‘leaves of absence,’ but as 
I was at the camp oniy about once a montn, 
I can’t tell much about it. That he got 
something to drink the day he was away— 
Friday—tnere can be no doubt, and I am of, 
the opinion that the drinking and the fact 
that Captain Gary detected him, worked 
upon his mind until he couid stand it no 
longer, and the shot was the result. 

‘In his testimony Dr. Howell states that 
he did not want to trust Porter with the 
pistol in the condition he was at that time. 
By that Dr. Howell simply meant that he 
had detected the fact that Stocks had been 
drinking... Judge Turner will now order a 
thorough investigation of that part of the 
matter, and if it is possible, we will find out 
where he got the whisky or whatever it 
was.” 

Captain Stocks, who went after the body 
of his son, is certain that Porter Killed 
himself. : 

“I made a complete investigation,’ he 
said, “and I am satisfied beyond all doubt 
that he did it, but I am at a loss to Know 
why he did so. The direction of the ball 
and all indicate that he snatched the pistol 
from the table and threw the muzzle right 
against his chest and pulled the trigger. 1: 
asked for his effects to be put in his trunk 
and sent home with me. 

“I can’t understand why he should have 
done it. 1 was just about as certain ol 
that pardon as ever a man was, and only a 
few days before had so written him, Mr. 
Bob Hodges had written him that the par- 
don would come, and everything looked 
bright for him. Captain Gary thought the 
world and all of him, and told me that he 
had never broken a rule after coming there. 
He lived in a house as far from the prison 
as Broad and Walton streets are from The 
Constitution office, and was never absent 
when he was wanted. 
visitor at Captain Gary’s house, and went 
there often and always complied with all 
the rules laid down, 

“I looked over the matter carefully while 
the two trusties were going to Valdogta for 
the coffin in which I brought him home and 
there was but one theory tenable and that 
was suicide. But as I have said, I have no 
idea why he did it.”’ 

Assi®ant Keeper Moore is of the opinion 
that Stocks had little or no money as he 
had just before written to his father for $6, 
with which he had paid a Dill.

HE WILL RETIRE FROM ACTIVE LIFE 


There Are Many Names Mentioned for His 
Successor—Commissioner Finley 
Says He Does Not Want It. 


Major E. B. Stahlman returned from 
Asheville yesterday morning. 

Leaning over the mass of papers that had 
accumulated during hisa bsence he reit- 
erated emphatically his intention of resign- 
ing the commissionership of the Southern 
Railway and Steamship Association. In 
spite of the pressure that has® been brought 
to bear urging tim to withdraw this resig- 
nation Major Stahiman remains firm 
and declares that on the 15th 
of September, the expiration of 
his term, he will relinquish all du- 
ties and turn over the affairs of the asso- 
ciation to his successor, whoever he may be. 

“What I feel that I need, and need as 
$060 as possible,’’ said Major Stahlman yés- 
terday afternoon, “is rest—absolute rest. 
This constant strain that I have been in for 
50 Many years is wearing me down. I am 
not sick, nor have I the least symptoms 
of any illness, but there comes a time in 
a man's life when his system 
requires total relaxation and ihat is what 
I want. 

“I have made up my mind fully. I have 
private affairs to attend to which will of 
course keep me occupied. It is my intention 
to settle in Nashville, where I will attend to 
the affairs which require my presence there. 
But I do not intend to leave Atlanta. I ex- 
pect that I shall be here a great part of 
the time. I have learned to love the place 
and cannot give it up entireiy. 

“Shall I go into railroad work again” 
That I cannot say. My present purpose is 
to leave this kind of work altogether. I 
have other affairs that require my atten- 
tion and I shall be busily occupied looking 
after them. 

“Of course I cannot say what I might do 
after I have fully rested and enjoyed total 
immunity from the mental taxation which 
has kept me on such a strain for so long. 

“My resignation will be acted upon at 
the adjourned session in New York on the 
13th of August and at that time the man 
that succeeds me will be chosen. I shall, 
however, continue in office until the /5th of 
September, on which day my term expires. 
There are some matters of the Western and 
Atlantic which will necessitate me remain- 
ing here for several months after that, but 
when these are finished up I shall be free 
and will leave at once for Nashville.” 

Major Stahiman is looking well. He says 
that he is looking forward eagerly to the 
time when he will be fully relieved from ail 
the cares and duties of the commissioner- 
ship. |

IVEY LOOKED OUT 


Was Riding On an Engine and Was 
Strick by Switch Target. 


HIS INJURIES ARE CERTAINLY FATAL 


A Georgia Railroad Fireman Hurted from 
His Train Justas He Was Reaching 
the City Yesterday. 


E. M. Ivey, a fireman on the Georgia 
railroad, received serious injuries by being 
struck by a switch ladder post while on his 
engine yesterday about noon. 

Ivey is now at. the Grady hospital in a 
precarious condition, the physicians there 
having little hope for his recovery. The 
base of his skull is crushed in and the 
fact that he has survived this long is con- 
sidered remarkable, the wound being a dan- 


gerous one. 

The accident happened just beyond the 
Howell street crossing on the Georgia rail- 
road, beyond Oakland cemetery. Ivey is a 
fireman on that road, as stated, and was on 
his engine which was pulling the Georgia 
railroad fast train, due in Atlanta from 
Augusta at 12:15 o’clock. He leaned his 
head out from the engine looking back at 
a colt which had been struck by the loco- 
motive, and in doing so his head struck 
the switch ladder, as stated, knocking him 
from the engine to the ground unconscious. 

The fast train left Augusta yesterday 
morning and finished its trip as far as tne 
city limits of Atlanta without incident. As 
the train rounded the curve beyond the 
cotton factory, near Howell street, it came 
thundering toward the city at a rapid rate 
of speed, the train being one of the fastest 
that runs into the city. In its flight the 
locomotive struck a colt just beyond Howell 
street and knocked it high in the air, the 
animal falling to the earth about twenty 
feet distant dead. Fireman Ivey saw the 
pilot strike the animal and he quickly 
jumped down off his box and ran to the 
right side of the locomotige that he rvght 
see if the animal was killed. As he leaned 
out of the space between the tender and 
engine and looked back, kis head struck 
the ladder and the fireman was knocked 
from his footing to the ground. 

Engineer Perkins quickly reversed ‘his 
engine and stopped his train. The train 
hands went back and found that ine fire- 
man was unconscious, having a bad wound 
on his skull. He was picked up and placed 
in the baggage car and brought into the 
city and sent to the Grady hospital in the 
ambulance, where he was given n.edical at- 
tention. When the ambulance arrival the 
fireman was in almost a dying vondition 
and nothing but the quick work of the 
physicians extended his life. 

Ivey’s relatives in Augusta were tele- 
graphed of the accident yesterday after- 
noon, and his mother will arrive in the 
city this morning.

Judge Bloodworth Orders Mr D. A. 
Killian, te* Prison. 


THE CASE/A-VERY INTERESTING ONE 


Killisn Wanted To Retain » Wagon, 
Which He Had Repaired, Until 
He Got His Money. 


se 
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A case involving a point in law which 
affects a great number of people was that 
which, before Justice Bloodworth, resulted 
in Mr. D. A. Killian being sent to jail, and 
before Judge Westmoreland, resulted in Mr. 
Killian being turned out of jail. 

Mr. Killian was sent to jail for contempt 
of court. He was discharged yesterday af- 
ternoon at a hearing before Judge West- 
moreland. 


The ruling of Judgé Bloodworth would, if 


sustained, have established a most import- 
ant precedent. The right of a repairer to 
retain possession of the article he had re- 
paired until he had: been paid for his ser- 
vice was involved. The important question 
of whether a person having a piece of prop- 
erty repaired could regain possession ef 
it, by legal process, without first having 
paid for the work, was also at stake. It js 
a question farreaching in its scope, and 
the decision vitally interested nearly every 
cne. 

It seems that Mr. Killian had repaired a 
buggy for some one and refused to deliver 
it until his charge of $ had been paid. A 
few minutes later he was served with a 
bail trover for the production ef the buggy. 

fe maintained that he had a lien on it be- 
cause of the work he had done. He went to 
Judge Bloodworth to foreclose his lien, but 
the judge having issued the bail trover, Cce- 
clined to foreclose it. He then went before 
Judge Orr and had it done. Later Judge 
Bloodworth demanded the buggy. Killian 
said the bailiff had it. Judge Bloodworth 
Bent Killian to jail for contempt. Both sides 
of the story given below, Mr. Killian’s 
in a card, Judge.Bloodworth’'s in an inter- 
view. 

A Card. 

“Editor Constitutiion—As it is generally 
known that 1 was placed in jail Saturday, 
I desire the following card published that 
the public may unaerstand the circum- 
stances under which i was incarcerated. I 
am a manufacturer and repairer of vehicles. 
On 10th instant I had finished repairs 
on a buggy, the charges were $5. On that 
day the owner called for the buggy, but re- 
fused to pay the charges, and I declined to 
deliver it. In a very short while Constable 
Hiarper, of Bloodworth’s court, called at my 
shop on Forsyth street and handed me a 
copy of bail trover proceedings for the re- 
covery of the buggy. The proceedings were 
issued by Bloodworth. Harper demanded 
the buggy and I pointed it out to him, but 
requested him to remair there until I could 
go to Bloodworth and have him foreclose 
my mechanic's lien. I went to Bloodworth, 
but he refused to foreclose the lien. I then 
called on my counsel for advice. He fore- 
closed the mechanic's hien and told me to 
take it to Judge Orr and have him sign it 
up and then have Judge Orr’s bailiff to levy 
on the buggy. After the papers were signed 
up by Judge Orr and were placed in his bai- 
liff’s hands for execution, in company with 
the bailiff, I went to my place of business. 
Harper in the meantime had left and the 
buggy was still there. I pointed it out to 
the officer and he levied on it and took it 
away and still has it. Bloodworth, when 
apprised of the fact, became very angry 


the 


with me and said unless I turned over,the- 


property or gave bond he would vut nite in 
3ail by 10 o’clock the next day. Four differ- 
@nt times, at the instance of Harper, I 
went to Bloodworth’s court and each time 
was told to turn over the buggy by Blood- 
worth or give bond or he would have me 
put in jail. Each time 1 told him that I 
would not give bond, and that he and his 
bailiff both knew where the buggy could be 
found and it was out of my power to turn 
the buggy over to them. On the last arrest, 
which was on Saturday last at 10 o'clock, I 
told himthat Judge Orr’s bailiff had the 
buggy and that both he and his bailiff knew 
it. Bloodworth, in the meantime, had visi- 
ted Judge Orr’s office and tried to get Judge 
Orr to have his bailiff dismiss the levy so 
that Harper could get the buggy. Besides 
that, Judge Orr’s bailiff exhibited the pa- 
pers that I had taken out in Judge Orr’s 
court to Bloodworth. Bloodworth also 
knew that I was not a resident cg his dis- 
trict and that he had no jurisdiction of my 
person. Notwithstanding all this, when 
I told him that I could not produce the 
buggy, he quickly -wrote out the commit- 
ment, handed it to Harper and ordered him 
to put me in jail, which he did. This was 
a little after 10 o’clock Saturday morning. 
At 3:30 o’clock the same day I was brought 
out before Judge Westmoreland on a writ 
of habeas corpus. In the meantime my 
counsel asked Bloodworth if he didn't krow 
that I didn’t reside in his district. Blcod- 
worth said: ‘I believe that is true, but it 
hadn't occurred to me.’ I at that time was 
in jail and he had it in his power then to 
order my release. But not only did he not 
do that, but he appeared in Judge West- 
moreland’s court with a lawyer, who re- 
Sisted my discharge. Notwithstanding the 
fact that he was not a party to the proceed- 
ings before Judge Westmoreland, nor did 
his counsel ask that he be made a party, 
and after the jailer had announced in oren 
court that he was not represented by any

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> hearing, as he was not. prépared to go on 
with the case. This the judge ‘promptly re- 
fused te do. Then it was stated by Judge 
Westmoreland that if it.was true that < was 
not a resident of Bloodworth’'s district at 
the time. the bail trover proceedings were 
issued and at the time I was committed by 
Bloodworth to jail that Bloodworth had no 
jurisdiction of my person and his commit- 
ment was void. At this juncture Tlood- 
worth’s attorney requested the court to al- 
low him until 3 o’clock on Monday following 
within which time to look up authority on 
the subject, suggesting that in the mean- 
time I might be allowed my liberty until 
the hearing at 3 o'clock, admitting in open 
court that I was not a resident of Blood- 
worth’s district. The judge allowed this 
and at 3 o'clock on Monday the case was re- 
sumed. Bloodworth was on hand with his 
counsel, but he had failed to find the au- 
thority with which he expected to convince 
the judge that the question of jurisdi:tion 
could not be raised in a habeas corpus pro- 
ceeding. The judge then and ere passed 
an order discharging me from further cvs- 
tody, the order reciting that it was ad- 
mitted by Bloodworth that I was not a res- 
ident of his district. All of these facts 
clearly show malice on the part cf “3lood- 
worth, if it shows anything, and he will yet 
learn that because a man can rise from the 
position of bookkeeper to that of justice of 
the peace it does not by any means make 
him monarch of all he surveys. The humble 
working man has some rights in the !and. 
I am a poor man and have to earn my 
bread by the sweat of my brow, but I try 
to be a gocd citizen and conduct n.yself 
right, but the stigma and the humiliation 
placed upon me by Bloodworth and his bal- 
liff they will have to answer for.

Judge Bloodworth Talks. 

Judge Bloodworth was seen yesterday and 
said: ‘‘In the first place Mrs. L. McVicker 
came to me to recover a buggy from D. A. 
Killian. I sent one of my officers with a 
bail trover to Mr. Killian, and he told the 
cfficer to wait, that he would see me. 
He said to me that he wanted to take out 
a lien on the buggy. I told him that there 
was no use to make this extra cost for them 
both, as the bail trover would answer the 
same purpose and there would be only ne 
cost. If she couldn’t sustain her position, 
the bail trover would be the same to him 
as a lien and that the one would answer 
the purpose of both. This was in the pres- 
ence of Mr. J. B. Suttles, the attorney, and 
wir. Suttles told Mr. Killian that I was 
correct, end that his right would be as well 
cared for under the one paper as under 


left the courtroom seemingly satisfied. I 
did not refuse to issue him a lien, but only 
advised against it. as it would -ost double. 
After leaving me he went to see Mr. R. J. 
Jordan, the lawyer, who wrote for him the 
lien. He then went to Judge Orr’s and 
made proper affidavit, took his officer, had 
the lien served and the buggy levied on 
and removed. He afterwards told my of- 
neer that the buggy was there, and that 
@#e could get it on his return. The trover 
action having been served, he failed to pro- 
duce the buggy. After this he puts this 
in the hands of Judge Orr’s officer. I sent 
for him and told him that he could not 
evade the law in that manner, and that he 
must surrender the property, give bond, 
or 1 would have to commit him to jail. He 
then gaid to me, ‘Put me in jail 1f you 
dare,’ and that ‘he would make me smoke 
for it; he would sue for damages,’ etc. I 
kept my temper and tokid him very quietly 
that I would be compelled to have bond, 
the buggy or he wouid have.to.go to jail. 
He asked for a blank bond and said that 
he would make it. He took the bond and 
left my ofhce. After waiting for about a 
weck and he failing to show up, I sent an 
officer to him to demand the bond or the 
property, and if he refused to do either, to 
bring him to court. The. officer brought 
him to court, and when I asked him would 
he surrender the property or give the bond 
he said that he would do neither, so act- 
ing upon the law, I had him committed to 
jail. 

“This was Saturday. As soon as he was 
committed he sued out a writ of habeas 
corpus before Judge Westmoreland alleg- 
ing a good many things in the writ, among 
them that he did not live in my district and 
that he was not in my jurisdiction. The 
question of jurisdiction had never before 


corpus. Judge Westmoreland released him 
from jail solely on this plea of jurisdiction, 
stating in court his decision that he would 
not have granted the writ of habeas corpus 
only except for the plea of jurisdiction. As 
the plea of jurisdiction had never been rais- 
ed before me, Judge Westmoreland set the 
case for 3 o’c)]lcck Monday afternoon with 
the understanding that Kiilian was to go on 
his own recognizance. 

“You will bear in mind,’ continued the 
judge, ‘‘that he never once mentioned the 
fact that he was vut of my jurisdiction. If 
he nad done so I would have transferred 
the case to the correct court.” 


DR. M. L. LICHTENSTADT DEAD. 


One of the Oldest Citizens of Atlanta 
Passes Awny. 


Dr. M. L. Lichtenstadt, one of the oldest 
residents of Atlanta, is dead. 

Everybody knew Dr. Lichtenstadt. Erect 
in stature he presented the picture of a 
dignified old gentleman. His manners were 
enriched with the polish of the German 
empire and his dealings with men were 
always courteous, gentle and obliging. 

The end came peacefully at his home 
yesterday afternoon.

Here are the new affidavits in the case: 

“Personally comes before me, Solomon 
Landis, who, on oath, says that he ig the 
tather of Mrs. M. C. Sanner, and that his 
dauginter, Mrs. M. C. Sanner, came to his 
house on the night that the outrage was 
committed upon her and stated to him the 
full particuiars of the outrage, her face 


and hands being bloody, her dress nearly

I have been very much surprised lately 
to hear men express themselves in regard 
to Atlanta real estate so as to create the 
impression that after the exposition it Will 
be duller than it has ever been, and it has 
caused me sorrow to hear them make sucn 
assertions when, if they enly thought; for 
a moment, they would realize that there 
was no basis for such thoughts, and to dis- 
prove this injurious kind of talk is why I 
desire to write this card.

Now, even if they 
could induce people to sell by their opin- 
ion, and they attempted to profit by their 
advice, they could not be successful, as, 
strange to say, just on the very verge of 
the biggest exposition ever held in the 
south there are fewer transfers in Atlanta 
property than I have ever seen—fewer than 
during the panic, but with a most encourag: 
ing qutlook. So they couldn’t seil now it 
they wanted to, unless they made gac- 
rifices, which the Atlanta real estate hold- 
er, Iam happy to say, only occasionally has 
to do. So much for those who get their 
advice about selling. Now, as to buy- 
ers. They say, “Look at Chicago’ again 
and advise everybody to wait until things 
get flat after the exposition, and a great 
many of the poor, timid buyers are listen- 
ing so as to wait until this flat time comes. 
I say today without fear of the future prov- 
ing to the contrary that this is the best 
time to buy Atlanta real estate I have 
seen for years, and I have only spent four- 
teen years in the busipess. as iy reasun 
tor saying this I give the following: Real 
estate has for three years been at a stand- 
still, except in few cases—held its own, any- 
way—through the worst panic on record. 
It is a known fact that real estate is the 
last thing to recover from panics, and with 
everything else improving its time-js coni- 
ing, and without a shadow of doubt in my 
mind the biggest improvement we ever saw 
in Atlanta will come as a result of the ex- 
position, and right here is where I want to 
knock the Chicago idea, which they -ad- 
vance, and which I am informed is a tre- 
mendous miistake, crooked, and I am going 
to do it. by showing them the difference in 
the two expositions.

Colonel Reuben Arnold, one of the at- 
torneys of Alex Carr, furnishes the follow- 
ing communication from Captain W. A. 
Puller, who was a juryman in the former 
trial at which Carr’s sanity was in ques- 

tion. 

Colonel ‘Arnold announces that his son, 
Mr.. Reuben Arnold, Jr., is now in Savan- 
nah iand that he will be back today and 
w.ll furnish a reply to the personal fea- 
tures of Mr. J. W. Goldsmith's interview. 


‘Editor Const:itution—When Carr was 
tried the first time on a writ of lunacy, the 
jury iail.ng to agree, i neard vo word of 
aaverse criticism. in the second trial the 
jury agreed on a verdict tmding tne ae- 
rendani sane. The Journal, in its next is- 
sue, took occasion to say, “inis jury’—mean- 
ing the .ast one—‘d.d its duty.’ Now comes 
Ohne of tne jury, Mr. Goidsmitn, and ex- 
plains why the last tr.ai resu.ted in a ver- 
dict adverse to the defendant. lt seems 
that the iast jury had the same difliculty 
to contend with that the first did—that of 
reconciling conflicting opinions of wit- 
nesses. ‘he jury therefore, according to 
Mr. Goldsmith, resorted to other siate- 
gems and dev.ces independent of the testi- 
mony g.ven on the stand to ascertain for 
themselves and for their own satisfaction 
whether or not the defendant was feign- 
ing. first, as to the falling chair trick, 
concocted to catch Carr unawares if he 
should be feigning. It would be perfectly 
satisfactory to the jury if Carr shauld try 
to catch hold of anyvhing if he should be 
go.ng down in a fah, or his chair being 
tilted .back, should be tripped and the 
prisoner started on a fall. Now, I believe 
aman asleep and perfectly ignorant of all 
surroundings under similar circumstances 
‘would do the same thing. The fool, born 
so, and one so destitute of sense and ail 
human Knowledge of right and wrong as 
to kill his mother and p.ay in her blood; 
one who would thrust his hand in fire or a 
thrashing maohine and have it . flailed, 
would citch at anything in reach if he 
should slip or be accidentally falling or go- 
ing down in a fall. The baby, before it is 
strong enough to stand, will catch at a 
cha‘r round, as Mr. Goldsmith says Carr 
did, if it starts on a fall. 
this. test. There ‘s nothing in It. 

‘‘Now, about the ‘spinal system’ test, as 
Mr. Goldsmith calls it. One of the physi- 
cians, it seems, testified that Carr’s bent 
posture was not assumed, but the natural 
result of his condition. That if an attempt 
was made to get him out of that position 
the result might affect his spinal sys- 
tem, etc. , 

“So the jury, having Carr in their room, 
decided to straighten him out, spine or 
no spine; and they did, so Mr. Goldsmith 
says. Well, if Carr is sane, Deing in the 
courtroom, he heard all the testimony, and 
especially that of those in his favor. He 
heard what the physician swore about his 
bent posture and his spine. Now, don’t 
you know that he would have carried out 
the theory of his expert witnesses? If he 
is sane ‘he has more endurance, more will 
power and more determination than any 
human being I ever heard of. Re would 
have, suffered ‘any amount of torture before 
he would have betrayed his sanity. 

‘“T was on the jury in the first trial that 
fa'led to agree On a verdict. Both expert 
and other witnesses differed materially in 
their testimony. There were witnesses of 
great respectability who swore that in 
their opinion Carr was sane. There were 
gentlemen, expert witnesses, and others, 
equally as deserving of belief, who swore 
that in their opinion Carr was not sane. 
This raised a kind of doubt in my mind 
that I could not overcome. Hence I was of 
the opinion then, and still believe, that 
Carr should be sent to the asylum, where, 
under the watchful care of good and ex- 
perienced physicians and nurses, he would 
soon be detected in his feigning, if he ‘s so 
doing. In that case he would be sent 
back, re-sentenced and executed and the 
m'‘staRe of the jury would be thus cor- 
rected. But on the other hand, if we 
should find an insane man sane and upon 
that verdict he should be hanged, the great 
wrong, the great shame and sin could 
never be corrected.

HE COMPLAINS TO SECRETARY CARLISLE 


And Asks Him To “Avert a National Scan- 
dal’? That Is About To Be Per- 
petrated Here. 


William Hosea Ballou, the Suppressor of 
Cruelty, has made another move in his 
determined war against the bull fight of 
our exposition. This time he has broken 
out in Washington. 

He is going to stop the fight by pre- 
venting the bulls being brought here. 

In planning his bold campaign the eager 
warrior looked for every point of vantage, 
He put in a sturdy blow wherever he could, 
After almost cinching victory another 
point occurred to him, 

If there were no bulls, how could there 
be a bull fight? If these bulls were not 
brought from Mexico, where cculd they 
be found? How could they be brought to 
the United States without the express 
knowledge and surveillance of Hon, John 
G, Carlisle, secretary of the treasury? He 
went right to Mr. Carlisle, He wrote to 
him, asking that he stop the bulls on their 
journey Atlantaward, not thinking that 
many a bull was treading the open fields of 
Georgia eager for an engagement at the 
exposition. He begs Mr. Carlisle to use 
“his good offices to avert a national scan- 
dal.” 

Mr. Ballou brings this portentous matter 
to the attention of Mr. Carlisle in these 
terms: 

“Mr.. John G. Carlisle, the Honorable the 
Secretary of the ‘Treasury, Washington. 
Dear Sir: Your attention is respectfully di- 
rected to the fact that the management of 
the Cotton States and International expo- 
sition, Atlanta, has contracted with cer- 
tain parties in Mexico to bring to this 
eountry sundry bulls and toreadors for the 
purpose of having bull fights as one of 
the attractions of the exposition. This spe- 
cies of sport is expressly forbidden and 
punishable under the statutes of the sev- 
eral states, As the bulls are bred for the 
sole purpose of fighting, they come under 
the head of immoral imports, interdicted 
by section 10, act of August 28, 1894, which 
forbids entry of any object of immoral 
use, I beg that you will call the attention 
of the several collectors of ports of the 
United States to the fact that they should 
refuse entry to such animals, and to the 
further termes of the statute, making them 


liable to punishment for aiding or abetting 
such entries. 

‘Your attention is further directed to 
the possibility of international complica- 
tions in case such animals are admitted, 
since if such exhibitions. are attempted, 
all persons connected -therewith will be 
arrested and prosecuted. In the hope that 
you will use your good offices to avert a 
national scandal and recognize the great 
moral sentiment of a law-abiding people,

The Cereal Situation.

Nearly every home infiuence bearing on 
the wheat market is against the hvider 
rather than in favor of him. As indicated 
further on this column,, receipts are 
light, even failing below the movement of 
a year ago when the railroads were tied up 
by the Fullman strike. A fair put by no 
means active cash business has been done. 
The material shortage in the winter crop 
is a fixed fact. RKeserves on farms are 
probably smaller than in many years. The 
visible supply to date has decreased in an 
encouraging way, though it is still large. 
These ings are in favor of the holder. 
Coming to the bear side the fact of im- 
portance is the slow foreign demand, and 
the logical sequence of light exports. It is 
discouraging to record the paltry clear- 
ances day after day. The same proposition 
applies to the dealings of foreigners in our 
futures. They buy occasionally on a large 
scale, but such purchases are believed to 
be mostly covering of shorte. Now, while 
stagnation reigns here and Europe con- 
tinues to manifest profound indifference to 
the American product, what is taking place 
in -exporng countries? There is a heavy 
movement 6f wheat out of other exporting 
countries than the United States. Nearly 
all the arrivals in the United Kinkdom 
and on the continent are from India, Rue- 
sian and Argentine ports. It is true there 
was a falling off last week in the world’s 
shipments, but the total recorded was con- 
siderably in excess of the estimated week- 
ly requirements and Russia alone sent out 
over 3,000,000 bushels. Under these infiu- 
ences foreign markets declined and even 
the Bulgarian war scare failed to infuse 
life into them. Hence in view of the for- 
eign situation, not the shortage in our 
winter wheat crop, makes the price. The 
following compares western receipts last 
week with those of the week before and the 


corresponding period a year ago:

The tendency of prices was downward 
throughout the week. At the outset there 
was considerable buying on the reports of 
serious deterioration in the condition of 
spring wheat. Undoubtedly the crop was 
injured in some localities, but the concen- 
sus of opinion is not sufficient to make 
much difference in the general result. It 
seems safe to predict that the spring wheat 
crop of the akotas and Minnesota will 
exceed 150,000,000 bushels. As the table 
shows, the receipts at the west were light. 
There is talk of a continued light move- 
ment of winter wheat, but we shall not be 
surprised if receipts enlarge some, proba- 
bly more than is generally ex ted, dur- 
ing the next week or two. The decrease 
in the visible oer was a buil feature 
that helped the market temporarily, which 
same may be said of the decrease in the 
world’s visible—over 3,000,000 bushels. 

The weakness had a depressing effect 
upon the ogarse grains corn and oats; 
but both the latter declined on influences 
and conditions quite independent of the 
wheat situation. In the cage of corn there 
was the nne crop prospect. It seemed as if 
the weather was constantly with the bears. 
No sooner did somebody begin to talk 
drought than the very regions which for 
the first time on the crop felt the need of 
rains got the latter copiously. There was a 
generous precipitation in Nebraska, Iowa 
and in fact all the important surplus corn 
states.

MAY ERECT A SEPARATE BUNDING 


Tne Exhibit Will Be One of the Largest 
and Finest That Will Be Made 
from Any One Btate. 


California, fresh from the success of the 
midwinter show, will come to the exposi- 
tion this fall with one of the largest and 


most valuable exhibits that any one state 


will make. 

The wonderful wealth of that rich state 
will be on exhibition and the whole world 
will be filled with astonishment at the 
gorgeous splendor and vast resources that 


will be shown from that state. 

The exhibits that were at the midwinter 
show will be brought and many other dis- 
be made. The exhibit will be 
one of the largest and best that will be 
made by any one state in the union. The 
rich minerals of California will be shown 
and the vast resources with which Cali- 
fornia abounds will be gotten together in a 
most creditable manner. 

The county supervisors of California will 
meet tomorrow morning in San Francisco, 
when it is more than probable that an ap- 
propriation of $50,000 will be secured with 
which to collect the display and defray the 
of bringing it to Atlanta. This 
meeting of the supervisors will mean a 
ereat deal for the success of the exhibit 
and the result of their action was secured 
through the efforts of the state Board of 
trade of California, and the commissioners 
from that state to the exposition are work- 
ing hard to secure the necessary exhibit, 
and will succeed in obtaining a large ap- 
propriation. 

The interest that California has mani- 
fested in the exposition has been a matter 
of great surprise to the directors here, as 
at first it was thought that the midwinter 
show had fully satisfied them and that the 
distance was so great it would cause only 
a small exhibit to be made. But_in this 
opinion all have been mistaken, and now 
the announcement comes that California 
Will surpass all of the states that will be 
represented this fall. It has been said 
that the county supervisors were in favor 
of making the appropriation, and from all 
of the reports that have been received it is 
more than likely that funds __ sufficient 
for the undertaking will be secured. 

But notwithstanding the vast prepara- 
tions that are being made in behalf of 
California’s exhibit, a serious question has 
as yet been undecided. Many months ago 
Mrs. 8S. C. Dooly, of Los Angeles, Cal., ar- 
rived in the city and made application for 
space, upon which she proposed to erect a 
buflding in which fruits and curios from 
that state were to be sold. At that time 
there had been no efforts made in the direc- 
tion of securing a California exhibit, and it 
was not thought that there would be a 
State display. The concession was granted 
Mrs. Dooly and space was assigned her 
upon which the building was to be erected. 
This building was to be called the Cali- 
fornia building, and was to be an elegunt 
structure. Mrs. Dooly tendered 5,000 square 
feet of the floor space .of her building 
to the state of California, and supposed 
that the offer had bewm accepted, but in 
this it appears that she has been mistaken. 

At about this time the exposition direct- 
ors also offered the state an equal amount

FORGE INCREASED. 


More Laborers Added to the Army at 
the Exposition Grounds, 


MUCH WORK TO BE DONE THIS WEEK 


The Exhibits Are Now Arriving Daily and 
Will Be Placed in the Build- 
ings at Once. 


The large force of laborers that has been 
at work at the exposition grounds was re- 
inforced yesterday morning and from now 
until the gates open the work will be car- 
ried on with the utmost speed. 

Three streams of water will be allowed 
to run into the Jake both day and night 
from now on, and Mr. Wilkins expects to 
See Clara meer fill rapidly. The water 
has already reached a good distance up the 
banks, and its clearness has surprised ev- 
ery one, The. bridge that is to span the 
lake will be begun in a few days, and it 
will be @ beautiful structure. The founda- 
tions were completed some time ago, and 
are constructed principally of granite. The. 
bridge proper will be ‘built of wood and 
will be constructed inthe formof a high 
arch, in order that the dongolas and elec- 
tric launches may pass beneath. 

The foundations for the electric foun- 
tain have beeh about completed and the 
work will be pushed along rapidly, so that 
the water, which is daily rising, will not 
interfere with the work. 

This fountain will be one of the prettiest 
and most fanciful attractions at the 
exposition and will be watched with much 
interest by the visitors. It is being con- 
Structed on the same plan as was the one 
at the world’s fair, and will be 
just about ae large. It will be completed 
in ample time for the workmen to escape 
the deluge of water. 

The electricity building is now complete 
and many exhibits will be moved in at 
once and placed in position. It is one of 
the largest buildings on the grounds and is 
well adapted for the use that will be re- 
quired of it. Several exhibits have al- 
ready arrived and in a short time it will 
be very interesting to make a tour of the 
building and examine the displays that are 
being placed. 

The finishing touches are being 
placed on the forestry building and the 
workmen will probably turn it over, com- 
pleted, by the end of the week. The work 
now being done is on the top of the build- 
ing, and all details will have been finished 
in a few days. Work on the Mexican vil- 
lage, the Japanese village and the midway 
is being rapidly pushed. The midway will 
be one of the busiest places about the 
grounds this week and many are the at- 
tractions that are now being arranged. 

Victor Roditi, who will build the streets 
of Cairo and the Egyptian encampment, 
reached the city yesterday morning and 
with him came his architect and decorator. 
They will remain at the grounds until the 
buildings are completed. All of the mate- 
rial has been purchased and is now upon 
the grounds, just ready for the carpenters. 
The work on the streets of Cairo will be 
begun this morning and many men will 
be placed at work.

SOLICITS THBIR AID 


Garland Penn Issues an Address to the 
Negroes of the United States. 


HE I$ WORKING FOR THE EXPOSITION 


Penn Is Anxious That the Negroes of the 
United States Go Actively To Work 
for the Success of Their Exnibit. 


In no department of the exposition is the 
north more interested than the work that 
the negroes of the south are goirg to ac- 
complish. This interest has been increas- 
ing daily and has been receiving much at- 
tention from the northern press. 

The progress that the negroes have made 
in their work has been carefully watched, 
and now-that their building has been com- 
pleted all are watching with exceeding in- 
terest the character of exhibits that will 
fill the structure. The north expects much 
advancement to be shown in the race, and 
will come especially to see what has been 
acccroplished since the days of slavery. 

The negroes are working witk a will and 
are meeting with much success. All over 
the country they have been laboring in be- 
half of their work, and it is expected that 
they will make a most’ creditable display. 
Négroes everywhere are interested in the 
exposition, and when the doors of their 
building are thrown open many and varied 
will be the exhibits ‘that will be seen. 

l. Garland Penn, one of the most pro- 
gressive and possibly one of the best edu- 
cated men of his race, has issued an ad- 
dress to the colored people of the United 
States in which he urges them to actively 
support the mevement now on foot, and 
thcroughly explains the situation. The 
acdress ‘s given in full and reads as fol- 
lows: 

“To the Colored People of the United 
States—Greeting: You are to be congratu- 
lated that an opportunity is now afforded 
you as citizens and freemen in the United 
States to show in a great exposition such 
as is to be held in thi8 city within two 
months what you have done in thirty 
ycars of freedom, Lest some have not yet 
awakened to the importance of the exhib- 
it and the bearing it will have upon the fu- 
ture of the race, it is thought wise to ad- 
dress you that you may be stirred to a 
sense of your duty gnd know without doubt 
the scope and meaning of the exhibit you 
make at the Cotton States and International 
exposition. sian 

“Te those who have given the subject 
thought and viewed the many sides to it 
they are not in error as to the important 
position the negro finds himself in and the 
opportunity he will afford his friends and 
enemies to study him in the progress he has 
made under conditions of freedom and phil- 
anthropy. To those who have not studied 
the subject carefully, we would remind them 
of the significance of this opportunity and 
call upon the necessity for an exhibition of 
every item of their progress as shall tell 
well for the use of their time, and prophesy 
the dawn of a brighter future. 

“The Cotton States and International ex- 
position company have complied with their 
promise to erect a building covering 25,0 
Square feet, and further, that this building 
should be used exclusively by the negrves cf 
the United States to show the bright side of 
their existence. 

“They delivered the contract to negroes, 
the building was erected by negro labor, 
which stands in itself as an exhibit cf the 
race's ability as artisans. 

“Having done this, jt remains for the ne- 
gro race to do the rest. What, then, is the

Many valuable assignments of space were 
made yesterday and several’ most excel- 
lent exhibits were secured. Chief among 
these exhibits is the one that the Pull- 
man Car Company will make. Mr. George 
Pullman has written that he will have on 
exhibition the Pullman train of cars that 
was shown at the world’s fair. This train 
is the most luxurious palace on wheels 
that has ever been constricted. The train 
will come just about the time that the ex- 
position opens and will be assigned space 
at some convenient part of the grounds. 
It will be a magnificent exhibit and will be 
inspected daily by the visitors. 

Mr. Pullman has also stated that he 
would have a special palace car that would 
be used as,a postoffice for the benefit of 
the visitors. In this car the postal clerks 
of the government wiil be at work and all 
the mail matter that is sent from the 
grounds will be worked up in this car. 
The mail will be made up and distributed 
and will be carried direct to the trains 
that leave the city and will not go through 
the general postoffice in the city. This will 
facilitate the handling of the maile and 
will also be in the nature of a postoffice 
display. 

The Colts Fire Arm Company, of Hart- 
ford, will have a large and interesting ex- 
hibit and will show the manner in which 
their guns are made. ;

From the present status of affairs it 
probable that the state of California will be 
compelled to erect a separate building in 
which to house the exhibit. This can be 
done much easier than can the building of 
Mrs. Dooly be made larger. At the time 
that Mrs. Dooly offered the space in her 
proposed building the Missouri Pacific rail- 
road objected to the proposition and made 
the statement that as that road had offered 
to carry the exhibit it thought that if the 
offer of Mrs. Dooly was accepted it 
would have the appearance of being a pri- 
vate affair, and did not think that the prop- 
osition should be accepted for that reason. 

But California is coming, and either a 
separate building will be erected, the space 
in Mrs. Dooly’s building accepted or room 
will be made for the exhibit in some of the 
exposition buildings. The county supervis- 
ors will determine the amount that will be 
appropriated, and when this is arranged 
the work of collecting the exhibit will be 
begun in earnest and vigorously prosecuted. 
Much of the display has never been un- 
packed since it was taken from the mid- 
winter show and this will be forwarded 
just as soon as the amount of space can 
be secured. 

Mrs. Dooly was in 
making preparations for her building, 
which will be started in a few days. It 
will be quite a nice structure and will be 
filled with curios from California, which 
will be sold to visitors.

The south will be here to see you for many 
reasons, Let them be surprised. The negro 
will be here to see himself. Let him see 
to the end that he shall be encouraged to 
do more, and be patient and careful in his 
doing. 

“We address you with glad hearts, feeling 
as we do, that every negro will do his best 
and nothing less than his duty. The out- 
look is encouraging, and with'a little more 
interest, hard work and sacrifice of valuable 
time, we shall not be ashamed of the dis- 
play we make, nor will those who grant 
to us this opportunity be ashamed of us. 
We would respectfully remind the negro 
that for vears in the south Christian educa- 
tion by the north and south have been mak- 
ing negroes men and women. Many have 
been made ministers, teachers, professional 
men, farmers, business men, mechanics, ete. 

“In seyaral congresses to be held at the 
exposition the negro will be on exhibition 
in the abstract or as.he stands before the 
world a man. Let there be no lack of at- 
tendance upon the part of our professional 
men and women, our farmers, mechanics 
and business and military men that we may 
present a front such as will be a credit to 
the negro and his friends north and south.

HIS WOES MULTIPLY 


Yesterday Proved To Be a Bad Day for 
Tom Landis. 


WAS SENT TO JAIL IN DEFAULT OF BOND 


Then Served with Notice of a Suit for Di- 
vorce Filed by His Wife—W hat 
Landis Has To Say. 


Tom Landis, the man who was arrested 
in Chattanooga Saturday and brought to 
Atlanta Sunday afternoon by Detective 
Cason, charged among other things with 
kidnaping, got considerably deeper in 
trouble during the day yesterday. In ad- 
dition to being remanded to jail to await 
trial on a charge of assault on his wife, 
he was served with papers in a divorce 
suit filed yesterday by his wife, Mrs. Anna 
Cora Land's. 

Yesterday’s Constitution contained an ac- 
count of the arrest of Landis in Chatta- 
nooga and his being brought to Atlanta and 
lodged in the station house. He was ar- 
rested on a warrant sworn out before 
Justice of the Peace Edgar H. Orr several 
days ago by ‘Mrs. Landis, charging her 
husband with wife beating. The date of 
the assault named in the warrant is Sep- 
tember 14, 1894. 

The Trouble on Account of the Child. 

It developed yesterday thut the warrant 
and divorce proceedings was taken by Mrs. 
Lanidis on account of her hushand going to 
Adairsville last Sunday week, where she 
had left her little three-year-old girl in 


charge of her father, Squire Addington, 
while she was in Atlanta working as a 
cook for the family of Dr. W. M. Curtis, 
and taking the child away to Chattanooga 
without her consent. Mrs. Landis was 
angered at her husband taking the child 
after he had deserted it and her several 
months ago. She at-once went before Judge 
Orr and swore out the warrant charging 
Landis wth wife beating in order that. he 
might be sarrested, which would likely re- 
sult in the child being returned to her. 
She claims that she was cruelly assaulted, 
beaten und choked by her husband on the 
l4th of last September and named that in- 
stance in swearing out the warrant. At 
other times she has been maltreated, so 
says the allegation. 
Mrs. Landis Got the Child. 

The arrest of Landis and his incarceration 
in the Atlanta station house had the de- 
sired effect—lLindis having brought the 
child with h'm from Chattanooga, and 
within two hours after its arrival in the 
city it had been placed in the hands of 
its mother, Landis giving it up without 
objection. He claimed that he had a right 
to get his own child and take it to Chat- 
elsewhere, but Mrs. Landis 
contends that she and the ch.ld had been 
deserted by the husband and that fact lost 
to Landis any claim that he might have on 
the child. 

Landis Sent to Jail. 
Landis was carried 

Peace Orr on the 
with wife beating. 


Yesterdiy afternoon 
before Justice of the 
Warrant charging him 
He announced not ready for trial and 
waived preliminary examinat.on on the 
charge. Judge Orr named the sum of $500 
as the amount of bond that Landis should 
give before being released to appear in the 
criminal court at the August term to an- 
swer the charge of wife beating. Mrs. M. 
C,. Sanner, the woman who figured as the 
principal in the Adolphus Duncan criminal 
assault case, who ‘is a sister af Landis, 
was present when her brother was ar- 
raigned and she worked incessantly dur- 
ing the day to secure bondsmen for Landis. 
Mrs. Sanner said late yesterday afternoon 
that she would soon be.able to get another 
bondsman. 

Served with Divorce Papers. 

Yesterday about 2 o’clock Sheriff Donehoo 
ecalied on Landis in his cell at police head- 
quarters before he was taken to Judge 
Orr’s court and served with a copy of the 
papers in a suit for divorce filed yesterday 
morning by Glenn & Rountree, counsel for 
Mrs. Landis. Mrs. Landis allezed as the 
pasis of her suit for divorce that she had 
been cruelly treated by her nusbind cn 
Givers occasions. 

The petition to the court for divorce con- 
sisted of eight specifications. She set ferth 
that herself and Thomas M. lLandis were 
married on September 29, 1890, und that 
they had lived together since that time 
until ‘May, 1895, except on occasional separa- 
tions since September, 1894. 

Threatened Her Life. 


She avers that her husband cruelly treat- 
ed her by striking, choking and otherwise 
maltreating her, by frequently threatening 
her life and causing her great mental and 
bodily suffering. 

The petition avered that the issue of the 
marriage was a living girl three years of 
age and that its mother was absolutely 
penniless, she praying that she might be 
totally divorced and given an alimony. 
She desired her maiden name restored and 
that a process might be issued requiring 
Thomas M. ‘Landis to appear in court to 
answer the suit for total divorce. 

A counter petition was presented praying 
that temporary alimony be granted Mrs. 
Landis pending the suit for divorce and 
also requiring Landis to defray the ex- 
penses of the litigation consequent to fhe 
suit for divorce. Both petitions were pre- 
sented to Judge Richard Clark in the ab 
sence of Judge Lumpkin and Judge Clark 
set September 7th as the date for Landis 
to appear and show cause why the peti- 
tions should not be granted. 

Landis’s Part in the Duncan Case. 

Landis, it will be remembered, was one 
of the principal witnesses in the Duncan 
assault case. The assault was allegéd to 
have been committed on the person of his 
sister, Mrs. M. C. Sanner. Duncan fol- 
lowed the negro whom he thought was the 
one that assaulted Mrs. Sannerand when 
he came upon h‘'m shot him. The negro 
shot turned out to be Adolphus Duncan. 
It is alleged in an affidavit recently made 
by Landis’s wife that when her husband 
returned from the chase of the negro he 
made the remark that he had had a “devil 
of a time, saying that if the negro he had 
shot was the right one he had changed his 
headgear.”’ 

‘Landis may succeed in. giving bond to- 
day. ‘He denies having mistreated his wife 
or of having deserted her. ‘Mrs. ‘Landis 
is a niece of the wife of Dr. W. M. Cur- 
tis and she is now serving in the capacity 
mentioned for the Curtis family.
